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Crashed tankers gush worst oilspill 

29 die in Caribbean disaster 


C'HARLOTTEVILLE, Tobago (UP1) 
— Millions of barrels of crude oil 
gushed into the Caribbean Sea Fri- : 
day front a collision of two supertank 
ers in the worst oilspill in history 
Police reported 29 men missing and 
presumed dead 

Tobago police said a total of 81 
persons were aboard the two vessels 
and that 52 survived. 

Trinidad-Tobago Oil Minister Errol 
Mahabir told parliament more than 3 
million barrels of oil were lost in 
the collision between the 1.139-foot At- 
lantic Empress, under lease by Mobil 
Oil Corp . and the 1.066-foot Liberian- 
registered Aegean Captain during a 
rainstorm at dusk Thursday. 

The U S. Coast Guard previously 
reported 1.6 million barrels lost, al¬ 


ready enough to make it the worst 
oilspill in history. 

Police said the Aegean Captain car¬ 
ried 35 crewmen and the captain's 
wife, for a total of 38 and the Atlantic 
Empress carried 43 crewmen along 
with the wives of the captain and one 
crewmen for a total of 15 aboard. 

The skipper of the Atlantic Em¬ 
press. Capt. Pashalis Hatzipertroy, 
was treated in hospital for burns. 

Skipper John Zissakis of the Aegean 
Captain set out with his three engi¬ 
neers to try to fight the fire in his 
vessel. 

Both vessels burned furiously along 


with the sea around the ships. The 
Atlantic Empress listed 40 degrees to 
the right with its entire hull ablaze, 
flames shooting higher than its smoke¬ 
stack. Blazing waves covered its deck 
and it trailed a column of smoke 
half a mile wide for more than 60 
miles. 

The Aegean Captain, also ablaze, 
was under tow by a tugboat in an effort 
to get the spilling crude oil away from 
the silver-white tourist beaches of To¬ 
bago. 

The burning oilslick spread quickly 
and by Friday afternoon, 18 hours 
after the Thursday dusk collision. 


it covered 80 square kilometres. The 
slimy oil turned the turquoise seas to a 
grimy gray. Waves carrying the oil 
licked at the beaches of Tobago. 

The coast guard said Friday after¬ 
noon that about half the oil had al¬ 
ready spilled from the two tankers. 
The Atlantic Empress was carrying 
270.000 tons — more than 2 million 
barrels — of crude Middle East oil to 
the United States, shipping sources 
said. 

The Aegean Captain, was cawyfhg 
200,499 long tons — 1.42 million barrels 
— of crude on board, the sources said. 
It had loaded the oil in the West Indies 


islands of Curacao and Bonaire. All 36 
crew members of the Aegean Captain 
survived the crash, but many of them 
suffered severe burns. 

The combined load of the two super¬ 
tankers was almost 3.5 million barrels 
— more than 200 million gallons of 
petroleum. 

The two burning wrecks, abandoned 
by their crews and captains, had drift¬ 
ed to within seven miles of the shore¬ 
line of Tobago, part of the two-island 
republic of Trinidad and Tobago. 

While Trinidad has oil refineries and 
factories, Tobago is a quiet and peace¬ 
ful tourist resort, famed for its clean 
beaches. 



$2 paid to collect 
welfare fraud $1

Rosemary Brown (NDP—Burnaby-Edmonds) says the 
the B.C. government is spending more than $600,000 
a year to collect $300,000 in welfare fraud. 

She told the Legislature Friday that it cost $618,000 
during the year ended March 31 to collect $343,500 in wel- 
fare fraud involving 235 persons who were charged and 
133 who were convicted. - 

Human Resources Minister Grace McCarthy, who ta¬ 
bled the figures in the Legislature, said the $300,000 
represents dollars that would be paid by the taxpay¬ 
ers year after year. 

"That is only the tip of the iceberg." she said. “We only 
prosecute 10 per cent of those cases that are brought- 
before the inspectors." 

She said there are "many people who have defrauded 
the system and voluntarily, because of the anti-fraud 
program, have on their own simply not furthered their 
drain on the public purse." 

"And there are many more who have voluntarily cut 
themselves off welfare and many more that have been 
cut off because of the questioning alone" 

Hewitt’s jobs

Alex Macdonald (NDP— 
Vancouver East) Friday 
called for the resignation of 
Mines. Energy and Petro¬ 
leum Resources Minister 
James Hewitt from, one of 
the two boards he sits on. 

Hew itt is chairman of the 
B.C. Petroleum Corporation 
and a member of the board 
of directors of B.C. Hydro. 

BCPC has endorsed a 
Westcoast Transmission bid 
for more B.C. natural gas for 
export to the United States. 
B.C. Hydro has called for 
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more positive proof of natu¬ 
ral gas reserves before the 
export deal is approved. 

The National Energy 
Board meets in Calgary 
Monday to hear argument on 
the export bid which could 
net the B.C. treasury $90 
million a year. 

Hewitt was "obviously 
wearing too many hats" and 
Premier Bennett should re¬ 
quest his resignation either 
from BCPC or Hydro, Mac¬ 
donald said Friday. 

"There is an obvious con¬ 
flict of interest here," Mac¬ 
donald said. "He is sitting on 
one board which is advocat¬ 
ing the sale of massive 
amounts of natural gas to the 
States, and another board 
which is seriously concerned 
about the sale.’’ 

Doiv-Loekstead (NDP— 
Mackenzie) went one stage 
further than Macdonald. He 
said he agreed that Hewitt 
should give up one of his 
extra jobs but added "the 
real problem at Hydro is Bob 
Bonner. The premier or 
Hewitt should fire him, but I 
doubt if they have the cour¬ 
age." 

Robert Bonner is chair¬ 
man of B.C. Hydro. 

The petroleum corpora¬ 
tion. a crown agency which 
purchases natural gas at the 
wellhead then sells it to 
Westcoast for distribution, 
supports the export bid on 
the grounds that there are 
sufficient proven reserves in 
the gas fields to handle the 
extra sales while not depriv¬ 
ing B.C. consumers. 

Hydro has stated that the 
increased sale of natural gas 
to the U.S. could force aban¬ 
donment of a proposed natu¬ 
ral gas line to Vancouver 
Island. 

The pipeline was an often 
repeated promise of Ben¬ 
nett's election campaign. 

Macdonald said that 
Hew itt's quick endorsement 
of the increased export sale 
of gas to the United States 
clearly demonstrated that 
“this government is pre¬ 
pared to put the quick cash 
sale before the interests of 
the people of B.C.”

And the 
insidious Tweed Weed couldn't have 
found a cheekier place to take root 
than if it had decided on the Windsor 
Park cricket pitch. 

The Colonist was tipped off that 
■•more than the common variety of 
grass was flourishing in front of the 
Tudor-style police station by an anony¬ 
mous woman caller who sounded as 
though she'd be better at identifying 
tea roses than dope. She knew niari 
juana when she saw it, thank you very 
much. 

CONSTABLE AL Campbell, first 
member of the force on the scene, 
agreed. It was weed that you smoked, 
not the kind you pulled. 

But, Chief Bailey wasn't so sure. 
Wrong number of leaves, he said. And 
they weren’t long and thin enough, 
added the chief who was beginning to 


wonder how long it had been since he 
headed up a drug squad in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

The constable wasn't about to con¬ 
tradict the chief but there w as talk of a 
bet that began at $50 and ended 
up tentatively as a case of beer. 

Campbell went looking for his refer¬ 
ence books while Bailey wondered 
what happened to a marijuana plant 
that had been around the office in 
relation to another case. 

BOTH THE PLANT and the handy 
reference diagram seemed to have 
disappeared. Just when Bailey was 
about to classify it as a plant that looks 
a lot like marijuana but really isn't. 
Campbell returned with more speci¬ 
mens from outside the police station. 

A leaf count was immediately taken 
The chief changed his mind and the 
plants were ordered pulled. 

Campbell lost count after yanking 60 
of the plants, ranging from several 
inches to about It inches tall, from 
what one of the neighboring firemen 
jokingly referred to as “our garden” 

How the plants got there is anyone's 
guess. Bailey says the reseeding was 
undertaken by the parks department 
but superintendent Dune Russell could 
not be reached for comment. Muni 
cipal engineer Geoff White doubted 
that Oak Bay's grass seed contained 
anything more than grass of the most 
down-to-earth variety.' 


Rhodesian forces 
kill 183 of own 
auxiliary troops

SALISBURY. Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia — Rhodesian se¬ 
curity forces Friday killed 
183 of theirown paramilitary 
troops, who were accused of 
"operating in Mafia-style 
gangs" and terrorizing the 
countryside. 

The operation was direct¬ 
ed against armed members 
of black political parties that 
participated in the recent 
elections that brought Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa to 
power. The parties' sup¬ 
porters. including some for¬ 
mer black nationalist guer¬ 
rillas who switched sides, 
had been forced into armed 
"auxiliaries" to help secur¬ 
ity forces maintain order 
and combat the guerrillas. 


The death toll, by far the 
highest ever inside the coun¬ 
try in the six-year-old war, 
ironically included a number 
of the bishop's own party- 
auxiliaries. although the 
bulk of the dead belonged to 
the dissident leader. Rev. 
Ndabaningi Sithole. 

The military communique 
announcing the clashes said 
security forces had been in 
the process of regrouping 
the auxiliaries. 

The Muzorewa govern¬ 
ment is understood to be on 
^the point of renewing its ef¬ 
forts to sw ay guerrillas over 
to its side by declaring a new 
amnesty after the failure of 
initial efforts when the bish¬ 


op became prime minister 
last month. 

The clashes come amid in¬ 
creasing political tension in 
Muzorewa's party, the Unit¬ 
ed African National Council, 
and growing complaints 
among Africans that little 
had been accomplished so 
far under black-majority 
rule in the embattled and 
still unrecognized new na¬ 
tion of Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 

Earlier Friday, police ar¬ 
rested more than 100 sup¬ 
porters of Sithole in a sweep 
on his party offices and in¬ 
stallations, including his own 
home. The dissident leader, 
who has refused to take up 
his 12 elected seats in new 
parliament, is currently on a 
visit to London. 


Philippines proposal 
Viet ‘breakthrough’ 


GENEVA (AP) — In what 
a U.S delegate called a 
breakthrough toward saving 
Indochina's boat people, the 
Philippines offered Friday 
to establish a transit camp 
for up to 50,000 refugees. 

Despite this and other new 
proposals, the opening of a 
two-day world conference on 
the Southeast Asian refugee 
crisis w as far from harmoni¬ 
ous. An angry Chinese dele¬ 
gate accused Vietnam of 
committing genocide 
against its Chinese residents 
and forcing them to flee and 
risk their lives at sea. 

Chinese Deputy Foreign 
Minister Zhang Wenjin 
urged the more than 50 coun¬ 
tries attending the confer¬ 
ence to cut off all aid to 
Hanoi and to spend the 
money instead on emer¬ 
gency relief efforts. 

The Vietnamese delega¬ 
tion. meanwhile, expressed 
a willingness to co-operate in 
• properly channeling and le¬ 
galizing" the flow of refu-

UN officials estimate total 
one million since 1975.

Ferries on brink 
of strike-vote call 


The B.C. Ferries fleet is 
heading into troubled waters 
in the midst of its busy sum¬ 
mer season 

The B.C. Ferry and Ma¬ 
rine Workers Union is re¬ 
ported on the verge of calling 
a strike vote following a 
breakdown in contract 
talks. 

While union officials were 
remaining out of reach Fri¬ 
day because on an agreed 
news blackout on negotia¬ 
tions, it was learned that 
they were unhappy with 
what they considered a sub¬ 


standard offer from the B.C. 
Ferry Corp. 

One union source indicated 
the corporation was offering 
what antounted to a wage 
increase of about three per 
cent in the first year of a 
two-year contract. There 
were also claims that there 
would be a loss of some holi¬ 
days under the corporation 
plan. 

Other sources denied this. 
They said the “average” in¬ 
crease offered in the first 
year was 6.5 per cent, but 


that the figure varied with 
rank. 

"The biggest number of 
people would get at least that 
much or more,” one source 
said, claiming that if anyone 
was restricted to three per¬ 
cent it would likely be the 
"higher priced help.” such 
as chief engineers. The idea 
was supposedly to lend the 
most help at the lower end of 
the financial ladder.

to shift their grave economic 
difficulties onto neighboring 
countries, but also to create 
chaos and incite racial dis¬ 
cord and fan up anti-Chinese 
sentiments in southeast 
asia,” Zhang charged.

French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois-Poncet said 
his government would offer 
another 5,000 resettlement 
places, in addition to the 61,- 
000 refugees France has re¬ 
settled since 1975.

Peter Taylor, 21, was fined 25 pounds ($56) at 
Windsor for wearing a rude word on his T-shirt.

California storms spark

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. 
(AP) — Rare summer thun¬ 
derstorms in the California 
deserts Friday touched off 
dozens of brush fires and 
unleashed floodwaters that 
damaged hundreds of 
homes, washed away roads 
and a bridge and were 
blamed for at least one 
death. 

At least 500 homes near 
Palm Springs were damaged 
by mud, and the floodwaters 
knocked out power, sewage 
and telephone service, au¬ 
thorities said. 

In the southern Sierra Ne¬ 
vada, at least 35 lightning- 
caused fires were reported 
in Kern County brush and 
grasslands and an additional 
21 fires were reported in Se¬ 
quoia National Forest. 

A body was found in a 
partially mud-eovered car 
that had been swept into the 
normally dry Whitewater 
River Wash in Rancho Mi¬ 
rage, east of Palm Springs, 
authorities said. 

Damage in the Coachella 
Valley was estimated at sev¬ 
eral million dollars, said a 
Riverside County sheriff’s 
spokesman. Rancho Mirage, 
the hardest-hit community, 
was declared a disaster 
area.

Senator cleared in trust case 


MONTREAL (CP) — Sen¬ 
ator Louis Giguere was ac¬ 
quitted Friday on charges of 
breach of trust through the 
misappropriation of funds 
collected for the fedesal Lib¬ 
eral party—but the judge 
said he did not necessarily 
consider the 67-year-old sen¬ 
ator innocent. 

Sessions Judge Jean Gou¬ 
let said that although he did 
not consider that Giguere 
was innocent, he could not 



find him guilty because 
crown prosecutor Bernard 
Beaudry was unable to prove 
his case beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 

"The accused has the right 
to tife benefit of doubt.” said 
the judge, who added he was 
not convinced the court was 
told everything about what 
led to the creation in 1970 of a 
special fund by major com¬ 
panies and banks to fight the 
Quebec independence move¬ 
ment. 

Goulet said “not all was 
revealed—far from that” 
about what Instructions were 
received by Giguere from 
former senator Lazarus 
Phillips who asked the four 
companies and two banks to 
send a total of $55,000 to 
Giguere. 

the judge also expressed 
dissatisfaction with the tes¬ 
timony given by top execu¬ 
tives of the companies and 
banks at Giguere's prelimin¬ 
ary hearing which was ta¬ 
bled 10 days ago when the 
trial opened: 

"Rarely have I had the 
opportunity to read replies 
that were so intelligently 
evasive,” the judge added 
drily. 

The testimony the judge 
referred to was given by 
Earle McLaughlin, chair¬ 
man of the Royal Bank of 
Canada; Charles Bronfman, 
chairman of the executive 
committee of Seagram Co. 
Ltd.; Fred McNeil, chair¬ 
man of the Bank of Mon¬ 
treal; Paul Desmarais, 
chairman of Power Corp. of 
Canada Ltd.; N. R. Crump, 
former chairman of the Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway 
(now Canadian Pacific 


Ltd ); and the late Sam 
Steinberg, chairman of 
Steinberg Ltd. (now Stein¬ 
berg Inc.)

$10,000 each were received

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Two more Carter men axed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Carter on Friday removed 
Energy Secretary' James Schle- 
singer and Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Brock Adams, ending one 
week of dramatic changes in his 
administration. 

After the announcement that the 
final axe had fallen among mem¬ 
bers of his cabinet. Carter told 
reporters: 

"I am well pleased with all 
the changes that have been made. 
Every single change has been a 
positive change.” 

In short remarks delivered in 
the White House press briefing 
room, the president said: "There is 
absolutely no doubt in my mind 
that I and my administration will 
now be better able to serve this 


country and to resolve those prob¬ 
lems and to meet those challenges 
which I described to the American 
people in my television address 
Sunday evening.” 

Carter said the transition in his 
cabinet would be handled orderly 
and properly and that the vacan¬ 
cies that remain will be filled 
without delay. He said he does not 
expect further resignations in the 
shakeup that has strengthened the 
role of his closest White House 
aides. 

Carter's comments came about 
one hour after the formal an¬ 
nouncement that Schlesingcr will 
be leaving the energy department. 
Earlier, Schlcsinger disclosed that 
his resignation had been accepted 
by the president. 

Adams said he quit after a 


brief White House meeting with 
the president Friday morning. 

White House press secretary 
Jody Powell said Carter will nomi¬ 
nate Deputy Defence Secretary 
Charles Duncan to replace Sehle- 
singer. 

Powell said the transportation 
department will be turned over tty 
Navy Secretary W. Graham Clay- 
tor, who will serve as interim 
secretary for up to 30 days. He said 
Claytor will later be named deputy 
defence secretary. 

Powell also that Schlesinger had 
twice offered to resign early this 
year and had stated that he wanted 
io quit later this year. 

Powell said Schlesinger will re¬ 
main on the job for an indefinite 
period because of a “mutual de¬ 
sire for a smooth transition.” 


In the meantime, Powell said 
Schlesinger will enjoy Carter’s 
“full confidence.” 

In response to a question, Powell 
said Commerce Secretary Juanita 
Kreps will remain in her job. 

Adams had said Thursday he 
was being retained by Carter but 
tie issued a statement, which was 
reported to have angered the 
president, saying he was not cer¬ 
tain he wanted to stay in the 
post. 

The removal of Schlesinger and 
Adams came a day after Carter: 

• Fired Joseph Califano, health, 
education and welfare secretary. 

• Accepted the resignation of 
long-time friend Griffin Bell as 
attorney-general. 

• Fired Treasury Secretary Mi¬ 
chael Blumenthal. 



Queen speaks out 
for African rights 


Nyerere with queen, Andrew in Tanzania 


DAR ES SALAAM (AP) — Queen Eliza¬ 
beth spoke out Friday for freedom and 
human rights in Africa and other countries 
as she began a 17-day tour of four Com¬ 
monwealth countries. 

"Freedom can only exist where there is 
no fear of oppression and injustice,” the 
queen said "There are countries in the 
world, including Africa, where such free¬ 
dom does not exist." She is in the Tanza¬ 
nian capital for a three-day state visit. 

The queen, accompanied by Prince Phi- 
lip.and her 18-ycar-old son Prince Andrew, 
was greeted at the Dar es Salaam airport 
by President Julius Nyerere. Members of 
the Young Pioneers paraded past the arriv¬ 
al area. 


The royal family received garlands of 
flowers and a 21-gun salute. The queen re 
viewed a military honor guard that was 
armedwith Chinese-made semi-automatic 
rifles. 

A spokesman for the queen denied she 
had Zimbabwe Rhodesia or any other spe¬ 
cific African country in mind when she 
made her remarks about freedom. 

The queen’s tour of Tanzania, Malawi. 
Botswana and Zambia will culminate with 
her opening a meeting of Commonwealth 
heads-of-state in Lusaka. 

The queen affirmed her intention to at¬ 
tend the Commonwealth meeting despite 
a fresh Zimbabwe Rhodesian raid on guer¬ 
rilla bases in Zambia on Friday.

GENEVA (CP) — External Affairs Minister Flora 
MacDonald of Canada accused Indochinese governments 
Friday of massive human rights violations, prompting 
criticism from the head of Vietnam’s delegation to a United 
Nations conference on Southewat Asian refugees. 

Phan Hien. Vietnamese deputy foreign minister, told 
reporters he was pleased with MacDonald's promise that 
Canada would increase funds for refugee camps by $500,000 
immediately and provide permanent homes for more refu¬ 
gees. 

But he said MacDonald "wanted to explain the ori¬ 
gins and causes of the refugee problem and she got into 
political matters." 

"It is not in this forum that should be done." 

MacDonald said the international community "rejects 
as an unconscionable violation of human rights the attempt 
to expel or otherwise eliminate any ethnic community or 
any socio-economic group." 

MacDonald also was criticized by NDP immigation 
critic Margaret Mitchell, who was elected in Vancouver 
East in May. Mitchell said the Canadian position was 
moralistic and too critical of the Indochinese govern¬ 
ments. 


Help plan attacked 
by UN association 

OTTAWA (CP) — The United Nations Association in 
Canada has joined Opposition Leader Pierre Trudeau in 
criticizing the government’s Southeast Asian refugee 
policy. 

Gregory Wirick, association executive director, said 
Friday the new policy announced this week is politically 
expedient. 

On Thursday Trudeau said the policy, under which the 
government will sponsor one refugee for every one spon¬ 
sored by individuals or private groups, is a cop out. 

Immigration Minister Ron Atkey estimated that the new 
program will mean that 50,000 Indochinese refugees would 
arrive in Canada this year and next. 

"But the government should be leading the way. not 
tying its performance to private response," said Wirick.

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Closing the gap 
in doctor needs 


HEALTH MINISTER Bob McClelland was a 
little too glib in his recent dismissal of a 
University of Victoria study which claimed that 
B.C. lags behind the Canadian average in 
several areas of professional training, includ¬ 
ing medicine. 

The UVic report blamed the shortfall in 
B.C.-trained doctors on the health ministry’s 
policies. Because the province’s only medical 
school at the University of B.C. admits a mere 
80 students a year from about 1,500 applicants, 
said UVic president Dr. Howard Petch, compe¬ 
tition is fierce and academic standards are 
unnaturally high. 

* 

Unsuccessful candidates whose parents 
happen to be well-heeled can still pursue their 
medical aspirations, however, by going else¬ 
where — Alberta, or even England — for their 
training. Petch argues that this amounts to 
elitism. He says the ministry refuses to provide 
more medical training facilities because it is 
cheaper to import doctors from outside the 
province. 

The health minister responded by pointing 
out that the government is building a major 
newTeaching hospital at UBC, which in stages 
will eventually double the number of graduat¬ 
ing doctors from 80 a year to 160. He also noted 
that the expansion of training opportunities has 
been criticized by the B.C. Medical Associa¬ 
tion, on grounds that B.C. already has too 
many doctors and training more will merely 
compound the problem. 

McClelland's comments would have us be¬ 
lieve that once UBC is turning out 160 doctors a 
year the province’s requirements will be met. 
Not so. 

According to the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. 348 medical practitioners were li¬ 
censed in B.C. last year and 325 the previous 
year. There’s only a "slight average net gain” 
when these figures are offset against losses due 
lo attrition — doctors retiring, dying or moving 
elsewhere. 

Of the 348 doctors registered last year, 238 
were Canadians (68 of them fresh out of UBC 
nied. school), 57 were from Britain, eight from 
the U.S., five from South Africa, and seven 
from Australia and New Zealand. Thirty-three 
"others” made up the list. 

It's clear, therefore, that without the influx 
from the rest of Canada and abroad B.C.’s 
requirements for new blood in the medical field 
would not be met. There would be a consider¬ 
able shortfall. 

But isn’t it a desirable aim that we should 
be self-sufficient, by training enough doctors 
here to make imports unnecessary? Why 
should entrance to medical school remain the 
privilege of a select few when scores of physic¬ 
ians from other countries continue to be li¬ 
censed each year? 

Some in the medieal profession believe it 
would be folly to close the immigration gates, 
for fear of encouraging a certain professional 
“in-breeding.” Our medical services will al¬ 
ways need such transfusions to remain healthy, 
the argument goes. But it’s a difficult one for 
the layman lo swallow. 

What no one seems to acknowledge is that 
B.C.’s present dependency on medical out¬ 
siders is systematically robbing the talent and 
expertise of many other countries, most of 
which can ill-afford the loss. 

It’s time to stand on our own feet.

To the pro-nuclear ad¬ 
vocates, the anti-nu¬ 
clear people arc worry 
worts who are holding 
up progress because 
they think the world 
can be made an abso¬ 
lutely safe place in 
which to live. 

These are the ex¬ 
treme positions, and 
both sides are wrong. Pro-nuclear ad¬ 
vocates aren’t without moral values, 
and have undoubtedly sought every 
means to ensure public safety. Since 
the establishment of Canada's first 
nuclear reactor at Chalk River, Ont., 
there has been no known case, in 
Canada at any rate, of death or serious 
illness resulting front nuclear expo¬ 
sure. 

At the same time, anti-nuclear 
critics aren't entirely the needlessly- 
worried people they're sometimes 
made out to be. It’s a fact, and not a 
hypothesis, that radioactive materials 
that have gone out of control can 
remain dangerous for hundreds of 
thousands of years. That puts a nu¬ 
clear acccident in a different category 
from any other. 

Certainly, an aircraft accident, or a

train mishap, could kill hundreds of 
people at once. But then, that particu¬ 
lar accident kills no more. Transport 
accidents are therefore acceptable, if 
reluctantly so, as one of the risks of a 
mobile society. 

Nuclear accidents are entirely dif¬ 
ferent, just as nuclear war has created 
a totally new military dimension. A 
nuclear accident can kill not only the 
people in the immediate vicinity, but 
nuclear materials, if improperly han¬ 
dled, could kill or debilitate genera¬ 
tions to come, for thousands of years. 
That fact can't be brushed aside by- 
saying life involves some risk. 

Canada's nuclear industry — which 
means, in effect, Atomic Energy of 
Canada Limited and Ontario Hydro — 
has acknowledged the manifest dan¬ 
ger of nuclear waste disposal. So have 
other countries. In Sweden, a large 
electrical manufacturer has an¬ 
nounced the development of a contain¬ 
er made of synthetic corundum, a 
substance almost as hard as diamond, 
in which a spent nuclear fuel rod has 
been successfully stored. 

The synthetic corundum, made es¬ 
sentially by converting alumina pow¬ 
der under very high pressure and tem¬ 
perature, is said to have a geological 
life of millions of years, so that it 
would outlive the nuclear waste it 
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’’ There's a way to get.you out of this 
and I’m working on it 


A human tragedy enacted 
on Malaysia’s lovely shores 






BIDONG ISLAND, MA¬ 
LA YSIA — If Hollywood was 
producing this, it might well 
be billed "Tragedy in Para¬ 
dise”: gleaming silver 
beaches fringed by swaying 
palms and lapped by a warm 
wine-dark sea. 

But Club Meditcrannee it 
is not. The first thing to hit 
you as you draw up by the 
makeshift wharf is a gag¬ 
ging stench of human excre¬ 
ment, and the stark facts 
need no embroidery. 

Take any one of the 435 
boats that carried fleeing 
refugees to this island, two- 
and-a-half hours from Ma¬ 
laysia’s east coast. Take any 
family from the 40,000 peo¬ 
ple living in the labyrinthine 
shanty town of bamboo and 
plastic sheeting. Or take the 
hundreds of “unaccom¬ 
panied minors" sleeping 
among rusting cans on the 
beach. 

Yet these are the lucky 
ones, with the chance of a 
happy ending. Like 69 
America-bound men, 
women, and children with 
whom I shared a 35-foot fish¬ 
ing boat ride back to the 
mainland, they'll probably 
be "resettled” by the year’s 
end. 

Malaysia has undertak¬ 
ings from "third countries” 
to take in 70,000 of the 74,000 
Vietnamese refugees now in 
its camps. 

The grosser tragedy is to 
be found on, or at the bottom 
of, the South China Sea. So 
far this year Malaysian 
"task force” patrol boats 
have forced out to sea more 
than 51,000 people, some 15,- 
000 of them since the new 
“get tough" policy was an¬ 
nounced last month. Along 
the length of the east coast, 
from Johore in the south to 
Kelantan in the north, 
there's not a dissenting Ma¬ 
laysian voice to be heard. 

Government officials, po¬ 
licemen, politicians, village 
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people and town people cata¬ 
logue the "crushing burden" 
Malaysia is suffering under. 
It's supposed to explain that 
they have no choice. 

There are the economic 
woes — rising prices of food 
in areas near the camps. 
Near the mainland camps 
they complain that paddy 
iand is polluted by drainage 
systems. They complain that 
seafood has become uneat¬ 
able through feeding on Viet¬ 
namese corpses, that the 
refugees have taken to eat¬ 
ing the endangered giant 
leathery turtle that lays its 
eggs on the shores. They say 
security forces and officials 
devoting their time to the 
refugees have better things 
to do. 

They are not the com¬ 
plaints one hears about the 
Filipino Muslims who con¬ 
tinue to stream into the East 
Malaysian state of Sabah. 
They now number 110,000 
and have the chance of Ma¬ 
laysian citizenship after 
.seven years’ residence. Nei¬ 
ther has hysteria greeted the 
permanent resettlement of 
some 2,000 Muslim refugees 
from Cambodia, the survi¬ 
vors of that country’s deci¬ 
mated Cham minority. 

It doesn't appear in minis¬ 
terial statements, but the 
crucial fact is that the vast 
majority of the Vietnamese 
are of Chinese origin. The 
problem is about race and 
religion, about Malaysia's 
delicate ethnic balance, and 
the party politics which feed 
off it. 

Malaysia’s Chinese com¬ 
munity, 3 t per cent of the 
population, has been con¬ 
spicuous by its silence — its 
own boat is leaky enough, 
and there’s no desire to rock 
it. 

The real political battle is 


encapsulates. If the Swedish claim is 
correct, a way to store nuclear waste 
safely may now have been found. 

Canada’s nuclear scientists have 
been going ahead with another 
method: trying to find suitable storage 
areas in the Canadian Shield, in places 
which could so contain nuclear waste 
that neither water, land, nor air would 
be contaminated by nuclear waste. A 
number of rock formations called plu- 
tons will be drilled, with up to 100 
identified as possible sites. Atomic 
Energy of Canada Limited thinks 
there is a total of 1,500 plutons in the 
Shield. 

For the time being, waste materi¬ 
als will continue to be stored in water, 
in what are called swimming pools. 
But with 15 per cent of Ontario’s elec¬ 
tricity already derived from nuclear 
energy, and seven per cent for Canada 
as a whole, and with the number of 
plants expanding, this temporary so¬ 
lution won’t be useful much longer. 
AECL reckons full disposal of nuclear 
waste in holes dug into the Canadian 
Shield will take place within 20 years. 

Eight types of rock formation will 
be investigated by 1982. Drilling and 
subsequent research have already 
been started at Chalk River and Pin- 
awa, Man., in the Whiteshell Reserve, 


where a nuclear reactor has been es¬ 
tablished for almost 20 years. A re¬ 
search program will now be started in 
the Antikokan area of western On¬ 
tario. 

There has been some public resis¬ 
tance to the program — not so much to 
the program as a whole, as to specific 
sites selected for it. Madoc, Ont., was 
one such site a couple of years ago. but 
residents in the area thought it would 
spoil the neighborhood, and the project 
was abandoned following heavy pro¬ 
tests. 

It's something like public housing. 
Most people are in favor of public 
housing in principle, because it gives 
low-income people a chance to get 
decent accommodation at a price they 
can afford. But most people object to 
public housing in their own neighbor¬ 
hoods. Again, most people are in favor 
of safe storage of nuclear waste ma¬ 
terials, as long as It’s done in someone 
else's vicinity. It’s a state of mind that 
may change with time — indeed, will 
have to change, if storage under¬ 
ground, in the Canadian Shield, is to 
prove the only feasible and safe solu¬ 
tion to the problem. 

The first step should be to moder¬ 
ate the extreme positions on both 
sides. We have legitimate concerns for 
the supply of electrical energy at eco¬ 
nomic rates, and equally legitimate 
concern for safety. These concerns 
can surely be reconciled. 


Golondrinas at 6 o’clock: 
the strange birds of Iquitos 


between the two parties 
competing for the allegiance 
of the majority Malay com¬ 
munity — 55 per cent of the 
population: the United 
Malay National Organiza¬ 
tion (UMNO) — leading 
partner in the ruling national 
front government — and its 
arch-rival, the militantly 
theocratic Parti Islam 
(PAS). 

PAS’s leader, Datuk Haji 
Mohamed Asri, told me he 
too was anxious to depoliti- 
cize the refugee issue. Not so 
his party workers in the 
Malay heartlands of the east 
coast. 

"Already PAS is telling 
villagers that when they 
ruled Kelantan and Treng- 
ganu no Chinese were al¬ 
lowed in. They say now 
UMNO is ruling, Malays are 
being swamped,” said a gov¬ 
ernment official. 

"By hook of by crook 
UMNO wants every single 
refugee out of Malaysia at 
least one year before the 
general election in 1983," he 
said. On July 30 a by-election 
in Trengganu (at Kuala Be- 
sut) should offer an accurate 
political weather vane. 

Asri went so far as to sug¬ 
gest that parliamentary de¬ 
mocracy in Malaysia might 
be under threat. Even the 
suggestion explains why Ma¬ 
laysia wants to opt out of the 
whole refugee equation. The 
solution on offer in Kuala 
Lumpur is to cut out the 
transit stage by setting up 
United Nations refugee 
camps in Vietnam itself and 
moving people directly to 
"third countries” in the 
West. 

Whatever emerges from 
the Geneva conference, it’s 
hard to see how any assur¬ 
ances — financial aid or ra¬ 
pid resettlement — will per¬ 
suade Malaysia to stop 
driving more boat people to 
-their deaths in the South 
China Sea. 


IQUITOS, Peru — Shortly 
after the bell in Santa Ana 
cathedral tolls 6 o'clock, the 
darkening tropical sky 
begins filling up with birds 
By tens of thousands they 
stream in from the sur¬ 
rounding jungle, soaring 
high over this Amazon city 
until they form a huge dark 
mass that blots out the dying 
rays of sunlight. 

At 6:08. the yellowish lights 
flicker on in the Plaza de 
Armas, the attractive main 
square a block from the 
river, and the birds begin to 
glide slowly downward. 
Then moments later, as if 
responding to a silent com¬ 
mand, they zoom toward the 
plaza in such frenzy that 
their whoosh drowns out the 
sound of passing motorcy¬ 
cles. 

For the next two hours 
torrents of birds envelop the 
plaza, circling at blinding 
speed and creating a din like 
the sound of escaping steam. 
Finally, the exhausted birds 
come to rest in the plaza's 
fruit trees, rustling the 
leaves and boiling out of the 
branches whenever a child 
pelts them with stones. 

At the first light of dawn, 
the birds race back toward 
the jungle, leaving the leaf- 
strewn plaza looking like a 
miniature battlefield. 

"It’s been like this for the 
last four years, every night 
from about April to Octo¬ 
ber," said Edith Power de 
Olive, a native of Iquitos. 
"Peruvians call them golon¬ 
drinas, which means swal¬ 
lows." 

“They are probably south¬ 
ern martins, relatives of the 
purple martin,” explained 
Dr. John P. O’Neill, director 
of the Louisiana State Uni¬ 
versity Museum of Natural 
Science. “They have come 
north from Bolivia, Para¬ 
guay and Argentina to spend 
the winter, after which they 
return home to breed. 
They’re the same family of 
birds that migrate to Capis¬ 
trano." 

O’Neill says what's un¬ 
usual is the size of the roost 
and the fact that the birds 
are congregating in a city. 
There is no way of knowing 
exactly how many birds 
there arc but whatever the 
number, it is enormous and 
increasing each year. 

O'Neill explained: “Once a 
nucleus of birds does pick a 
place, the roost often con¬ 
tinues to grow each sea¬ 
son.” 

But why the Plaza da 
Armas? Why not the nearby 
jungle, away from the stones 
hurled by children? 

"It’s hard to tell what at¬ 
tracts roosting birds to a 
particular spot rather than 
another that looks to us just 
as good," said Dr. Eugene 
Eisenmann, research asso¬ 
ciate in the department of 
ornithology of the American 
Museum of Natural History. 
"Lots of things about native 
tropical birds are still not 
very well known. But once 
they pick a spot they tend to 
stay there until it is made 
impossible for them.” 

As for the birds' nightly 
routine. Eisenmann said, "I 
can assure you their be¬ 
havior has nothing to do with 
the ringing of hells or any 
religious feeling. It’s the 
season and the light. They go 
there to sleep and they prob- 
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ably think the plaza with ail 
its disadvantages is safer . 
than the jungle, where owls 
and a lot of small mammals 
go from tree to tree and 
catch them while they 
sleep." 

Theories about migratory 
bird habits range from the 
effect of sun and stars to 
smell to hormone changes to 
a feeling for the earth’s mag¬ 
netic field. “Many people 
are working on the mysteri¬ 
ous migration process,” said 
O'Neill, “but it’s so complex 
that no one can say exactly 
what it is.” 

The nightly show in this 
pleasant city of some 150,000 
residents on the bank of the 
Amazon River still attracts 
appreciative local audiences 
to the plaza, where once rub¬ 
ber barons and their families 
promenaded in the latest 
fashions from Europe. 

But not all residents con¬ 
sider the golondrinas a 
blessing. "Last year the 
mayor tried to discourage 
the birds from staying here, 
so just before they showed 
up for the season he ordered 
the branches cut off the 
trees,” said David Olive, an 
American-born resident of 
Iquitos. The result was 
tragi-comedy. 

"The birds came back on 
schedule, and at 6 p.m.. they 
took off for the plaza by the 
thousands," he said. “They 
flew around and around like 
a runaway train, flying into 
cars, buildings, and going 
out of control. Thousands of 
them were killed. It was a 
scene right out of Alfred 
Hitchcock.” 

The next morning a group 
of citizens presented a peti¬ 
tion to the mayor. “We said 
something had to be done for 
the birds," said Philippe 
Helsen, a native of Belgium 
who has lived here for 16 
years. “We told him the 


birds were responding to an 
instinct and they needed 
those branches." 

That afternoon about 100 
citizens and many Boy 
Scouts strung ropes across 
the trees, nailed on pieces of 
wood and worked through 
the blazing tropical sun to 
construct improvised roosts. 
They finished in late after¬ 
noon and then waited. 

“Finally about 7 o'clock 
we spotted some birds up on 
the Channel 7 TV antenna," 
Olive recalled. "Then even¬ 
tually more birds came, and 
the antenna began to bend. 
Then it happened. Whole 
flocks of them started flying 
in over the river, past the 
cathedral at chest height. 
For a solid 10 minutes they 
kept coming, flying over the 
plaza and peeling off like the 
Blue Angels. Somebody 
strung out a banner reading. 
‘This way to the Mayor's 
house.’ Finally they landed 
on the ropes and wood, and 
eventually they adapted to 
it." 

Today the branches are 
mostly grown back and the 
mayor has resigned. And 
each night when the cathe¬ 
dral bell strikes 6 o'clock, 
waves of golondrinas still 
stream in from the jungle, 
obedient to that inner sum¬ 
mons that continues to baffle 
modern science.

As president of the Marigold Co-opeaative Hous¬ 
ing Association, I feel I must respond to the article by 
Paul Bennett in the July It issue of the Daily 
Colonist titled Rentals throw housing co-operative 
into turmoil. Unfortunately this article not only 
contains many errors, but it also conveys the image 
of Marigold as being an unsettled place to live. It is 
Ihis negative impression that most concerns me. 

If your reporter had investigated a little further 
into the situation at our co-op, I suspect he would 
have found that the vast majority of members are 
reasonably satisfied. Every group will always have a 
sub-group of dissenters within it. But to give them 
the coverage which your paper has done is unfair to 
the many co-op members who enjoy the advantages 
of co-operative living, here at Marigold. 

Sure, people do not like to be hit with an increase 
in their monthly housing charges (not rents, please), 
yet our monthly assessments are still well below 
market rates (the rate of $292 per month for Mr. 
Blow's granddaughter is for a 3 bedroom town- 
house with unfinished basement and includes mort¬ 
gage, taxes, land lease and all maintenance and 
operating charges). 

Other benefits which the co-op offers include 
security of tenure (provided you obey the rules set by 
the members of the co-op), attractive and affordable 
housing accommodation and well kept grounds. 

In addition, a co-operative offers the opportunity 
for all members to participate in its affairs. Mem¬ 
bers are free to attend board meetings (except under 
certain circumstances) and are obliged to attend 
general meetings as called throughout the year. Such 
a general meeting will be held at the end of this 
month to give members the opportunity to voice their 
grievances (by the way, the petition has not “forced" 
the meeting;) one would have been called any¬ 
way to discuss other issues such as the McKenzie 
Street extension, which will directly affect our 
neighfiorhood. 

I, obviously, cannot respond to any of the state¬ 
ments made by either Mr. Blow or Mr. Chew until 
after the general membership meeting. However, I 
would like to point out that Mr. Chew was not 
speaking on behalf of the board of directors when he 
made those statements attributed to him. 

As a final comment, I am somewhat confused 
over the purpose of running the article. Was it to put 
pressure on human resources to increase its shelter 
allowance for people on social assistance to a 
more reasonable level? Was it to make Marigold 
appear callous in regard to its policy toward people 
on social assistance? Or was it because our manager 
is also a Victoria alderman and that makes it 
noteworthy in itself? 

To me as a reader, I felt the latter was the main 
reason. And this is the most unfortunate point about 
the article because to me, it could have been an 
excellent opportunity to push for better allowances 
for those on social assistance.

Spaying, neutering 
only animal control 


Thanks to M. Bradshaw, 
Qualicum Beach, for the 
timely letter regarding the 
pet surplus appearing in the 
July 6 Colonist.

Despite the spay/neuter 
education programs and the 
assistance offered to lower- 
income families by the four 
humane societies, the flood 
of surplus kittens and pup¬ 
pies continues almost un¬ 
abated due to irresponsible 
or thoughtless pet owners al¬ 
lowing their pets to breed 
and keeping whole litters, 
thus adding to the many 
thousands of homeless ani¬ 
mals and their suffering. 

The owners then go to any 
lengths to get rid of them — 
no questions asked. Coward¬ 
ly people abandon boxes of 
them in the town and coun¬ 
try, including pregnant ani¬ 
mals at a time when they 
most need care. This is a 
punishable offence under the 
Criminal Code. 

Some people naively think 
anyone accepting a kitten or 
puppy will give it a good 
home. Unfortunately such is 
not the case as we know from 
experience. 


The ratio of available good 
homes is about one in nine — 
a home where the animal 
will be spayed/neutered and 
properly cared for during its 
life span. Statistics show 
that few of the puppies and 
kittens given away indiscri¬ 
minately are kept for long; a 
survey by a humane society 
disclosed that 80 per cent of 
the animals sent to its shel¬ 
ter unwanted by their 
owners, had been acquired 
from friends, neighbors and 
other sources and few are 
kept to maturity. 

The pet population explo¬ 
sion increases the cost to the 
taxpayer in the form of 
pound grants for the pick-up, 
impounding and destruction 
of thousands of unwanted 
animals who should never 
have been born. Extensive 
spaying/neutering is the 
only solution to this sad 
problem.

Jubilee doctor breaks silence 


1 was incensed by the re¬ 
cent statements of the chair¬ 
man of the board of the Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital and the minister 
of health, both implying that 
the current local hospital cri¬ 
sis is the fault of the doctors. 
I held my tongue until July 15 
when the following incident 
occurred, 

A very ill, unconscious 
lady was transferred ur¬ 
gently to my care from the 
Saanich Peninsula Hospital. 

I saw her in the Jubilee 
Emergency, decided that an 
immediate x-ray to show the 
arteries to the brain (ar¬ 
teriogram) was required 
and arranged this. 

At this point I was told by 
administration that 1 could 
not admit the patient to the 
Jubilee as there were insuf¬ 
ficient nurses to look after 
such an ill patient and the 
Intensive Care Unit was full. 
I would have to transfer her 
to the Intensive Care Unit at 
the Victoria General Hospi¬ 
tal where there was a bed. 
The arteriogram showed a 
large blood clot pressing on 
the brain. Reluctantly I was 
forced to transfer this pa¬ 


tient, critically ill, to the 
General for surgery. 

I have worked in Victoria 
for 12 years. I have watched 
the population grow, particu¬ 
larly the population of the 
elderly and therefore those 
more likely to get sick. I 
have watched the acute hos¬ 
pitals fill with people who 
are unable to look after 
themselves and whose rela¬ 
tives cannot or will not look 
after them. 

Meanwhile, patients who 
are acutely ill are kept wait¬ 
ing or turned away. The gov¬ 
ernment has done too little 
too late to remedy this. I 
have watched cost contain¬ 
ment reduce the number of 
nurses and nursing morale 
dropped to an all time low. 
Some nurses love nursing 
the elderly and chronically 
sick. 

Others, however, joined an 
acute hospital for acute 
nursing and can no longer 
take being expected to look 
after an excessive load of 
physically heavy chronic pa¬ 
tients mixed with other 
acutely ill patients and too 
few nurses to give safe, let 
alone quality, care. 


The reason I was given by 
administration for the above 
episode was “no nurses.” I 
was assured that it was not 
due to budgetary restraint. 
However, I am sure that 
chronic budgetary restraint 
in the past has led to such a 
low morale situation that 
there are no nurses willing to 
work under these conditions 
any more. It causes admin¬ 
istration less trouble to re¬ 
duce nurses than to cut hou¬ 
sekeeping staff as the for¬ 
mer are far less likely to 
strike.

The 
basic fault lies with the gov¬ 
ernment.

has been shortchanged by 
government for decades, 
particularly in the urban 
areas. It costs money and 
doesn’t make it like high¬ 
ways, forestry or mining. 
Government has not con¬ 
trolled the health bureau¬ 
cracy both at its own, re¬ 
gional or hospital level. 

There is no easy or imme¬ 
diate solution. Perhaps 
something radical like a sin- 


to understand, realtors in¬ 
cluded, that the grant would 
be forthcoming, and for the 
years 1977 and 1978 it was 
paid. Then this year it was 
discovered that no payment 
is to be received and that the 
act authorizing this rebate 
was worded in such a way 
that made it retroactive and 
only those who had pur¬ 
chased before December 
1977 would be entitled to the 
rebate.

Although the government 
has been asked to remove 
this unfair deadline and 
treat all owners the same, 
it has so far refused to do so. 
This a very serious matter to 
a great number of people, 
the greater proportion of 
whom are elderly and on 
fixed incomes. 

MLA Charles Barber has 
taken a very firm stand in 
favor of the act being 
changed to include all lease¬ 
hold properties, and he is to 
be commended for his ef¬ 
forts on our behalf. 

I would recommend very 
strongly that the govern¬ 
ment, and particularly our 
premier, take another look 
at this act and correct it 
immediately.

Mayhew faces 
frustrating task 

It is difficult to adequately express my keen disap¬ 
pointment in the attitude displayed by the press in its 
response to remarks made recently by Barry Mayhew , 
our Economic Development Commissioner, regarding 
the sad state of affairs in our local economy. 

Whether or not you agreed with Mr. Mayhew's 
rights to make such remarks, you had a duty to try and 
examine what Mr. Mayhew was trying to say. His 
message is very clear. 

He picked at random seven projects to illustrate the 
point he was trying to make. The point, quite simply, is 
that there is a negative, even hostile attitude towards 
development of any kind in the Greater Victoria area. 
There is overpowering pressure for the retention of 
the status quo. There is suspicion and hostility directed 
towards those in our community who are prepared to 
risk their own money in order to create jobs and make a 
profit at the same time. 

These symptoms are found in the neighborhood 
groups who have gained far more power and respect 
than they ever deserved, in the retired sector of our 
community, in our politicians who are concerned with 
votes first and our economy second, and in some of our 
bureaucrats who concentrate on how to frustrate a 
project rather than on how to assist and improve it. 

As one who loves this city and its surrounding area, 
who has fought hard for the preservation of our heritage 
buildings, and who appreciates that our area has a very 
special character that must be preserved, I cannot, on 
the other hand, support those in this community who are 
dogmatically anti-development, who oppose for the 
sake of opposition, and who at the same time wail about 
unemployment and the increasing cost of living. 

Mr. Mayhew’s job is to attract business and invest¬ 
ment into our community and the question 1 believe he 
was asking is, “how can I possibly do an effective job 
when any project has three strikes against it before it 
even begins?” He must surely have one of the most 
frustrating tasks of anyone in this community and I 
believe that it is about time that the press and the 
citizens of this community began to think about the 
kinds of things Mr. Mayhew is trying to tell us.- 

I further believe that it is about time the press 
asked themselves what kind of a role they have been 
playing in this whole matter; perhaps adopt a position of 
leadership, encouragement and education so that our 
area can begin growing again rather than stagnating as 
it has in the last two or three decades. Mr. Mayhew 
needs our support and not our criticism in the job that he 
is trying to do.

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NEW YORK (AP) — 
Moves by the U.S. Federal 
Reserve to boost key U.S. 
interest rates pushed the 
U.S. dollar generally higher 
on the world's currency ex¬ 
changes Friday as the price 
ot gold continued to retreat. 

Most of the U.S. dollar's 
gains were recorded early in 
the day after the Federal 
Reserve announced it in¬ 
creased its discount rate by a 
half-point to 10 per cent. By 
late afternoon, however, the 
U.S. dollar had begun to lose 
strength, and it closed lower 
against the Canadian dol¬ 
lar. 

Gold, which Wednesday 
topped $300 an ounce for the 
first time in history, fell by 
75 cents from Thursday’s 
close in Zurich to $298,375 an 
ounce. In London, bullion 


dropped 50 cents to $298.25, 
while in New York, gold fell 
65 cents to $298.75. 

The Federal Reserve last 
boosted the discount rate — 
its charge on loans to mem¬ 
ber banks — in November of 
1978 as part of a $30-billion 
support program. At the 
time, the rate went up by a 
full point. 

The rate boost followed by 
a day the announcement that 
U.S. Treasury Secretary Mi¬ 
chael Blumenthal had re¬ 
signed and that Federal Re¬ 
serve Chairman G. William 
Miller would be nominated 
as Blumenthal's successor. 

High domestic interest 
rates have been a major fac¬ 
tor in the recent strength of 
the British pound, and the 
market greeted the U.S. rate 
increases by driving the 


pound's value lower. 

The pound closed in Lon¬ 
don at $2.2725, down from 
Thursday’s four-year-high 


of $2.2030. Later in New 
York, the pound closed at 
$2.2840, down from $2.2880 
Thursday.

The former ocean-queen 
SS America is making an 
unorthodox comeback in 
Monrovia. Liberia, as a gam¬ 
bling casino and floating 
hotel at the current summit 
meeting of Afro-Arab lead¬ 
ers in the West African sea¬ 
side capital. 

Launched in the 1930s. the 
35,000-ton America, now re¬ 
christened the Italis. com¬ 
peted in splendor and luxury 
on the trans-Atlantic cross¬ 
ing with Britain's majestic 
Queens — the Mary and 
Elizabeth. 

“She was a really fine ship 
in her day,” American diplo¬ 
mat Frank Day said. “I re¬ 
cognized her immediately in 
Monrovia Harbor.” he said. 
“But what have they done to 
her? It's a tragedy.” 

The ship was sold to the- 
Greeks in the 1960s, the in¬ 
terior was largely gutted. 
Staterooms were ripped out 
and the number of bunks 
doubled to 2,200. For a time 
the liner was used to carry 
immigrants to Australia. 

Liberia reputedly paid $2 
million to hire the Italis for 
two weeks and, after nearly 


a year of lying idle, the ship 
was spruced up and sailed 
into Monrovia port as a 
floating hotel and gaming 
centre. 

But the liner’s latest cruise 
has been anything but 
smooth or happy. 

Crew members said the 
ship limped along for part of 
the voyage when its engines 
developed problems and its 
owners were fined by author¬ 
ities when the Italis spilled 
oil near Sicily.

Four scientists aboard a 
U.S. Coast Guard cutter 
Monday began a five-day 
sail in the Gulf of Mexico to 
gather data on a huge oil 
slick moving toward the 
Texas coast from an off¬ 
shore well in Mexican 
waters. 

The slick, reported to be 
300 miles long and 25 miles 
wide, is being fed by 10,000 to 
30,000 barrels of oil a day 
from an offshore rig in the 
Bay of Campeche that blew 
out and caught fire June 3. 

"Wind direction is impor¬ 
tant, but they are also con¬ 
cerned about what the cur¬ 
rent is going to do,” said 
Chief Petty Officer Rich 
Griggs, a Coast Guard infor¬ 
mation specialist helping 
monitor the oil's progress. 

Griggs said three scien¬ 
tists from the National 
Oceanographic and Atmo- 
phcric Administration and 
one from the Environmental 
Protectjon Agency would 
look at conflicting data on 
currents between Browns¬ 
ville and Tampico to deter¬ 
mine which course the slick 
might take should it moved 
toward the Texas coast. 

The Coast Guard cutter 
Valiant could be pressed into 
service to rescue endan¬ 
gered Ridley turtles which 
are in the middle of their 
nesting season on a 15-mile 
beach near Tampico, should 
the slick threaten the pre¬ 
dicted 100,000 baby turtles 
expected to hatch by mid- 
August. 

U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser

Fast strip speeds Sandown’s pacers

Sandown Raceway may 
not have the fastest slock in 
Canadian harness-racing, 
although it is excellent in 
ratio to the size of the mutuel 
handle, but its five furlongs 
is certainly one of the faster 
standardbred strips in the 
country. 

Happening almost as often 
as the photo sign is the 
announcement that a winner 
has beaten its best previous 
winning time, often by more 
than two seconds and some¬ 
times by more than three.

from Detroit Red Wings 
along with Norm L'llman and 
Paul Henderson in exchange 
for Frank Mahovlieh, Pete 
Stemkowski, Garry Unger 
and the NHL rights to Carl 
Brewer. 

He was sold to Buffalo on 
Aug, 31, 1970, to become the 
first captain of the expan¬ 
sion team, joining general 
manager-coach Imlach, who 
had been sacked by Toronto 
after the 1969-69 season. 

Imlach, who suffered a 
heart attack in January, 
1972. was let go by Buffalo 
midway in the 1978-79 cam¬ 
paign and rejoined the 
Leafs, who he led to four 
Stanley Cup championships 
in the 1960s, earlier this 
month. 

While he has his own ideas 
about what it takes to make a 
successful team — “Every 
successful team has skat¬ 
ers" — Smith admits he has 
little knowledge of what To¬ 
ronto has in the way of per¬ 
sonnel. 

He left the Buffalo organi¬ 
zation, where he had been 
retained in a minor capacity- 
after being fired, to coach 
Cincinnati Stingers of the 
defunct World Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation last year. 

“What I will say is that any 
team that wins the Stanley 
Cup can skate," said Smith. 
"I'm talking about good, ag¬ 
gressive skating. If you can't 
skate, you cin't play hock¬ 
ey.” 

While many of the current 
Leafs, acquired through ma¬ 
nipulations and trades by- 
coach Roger Neilson. whose 
contract was not renewed 
after last year, don't fit into 
the skater's mold.

Players 
must be in the 14 to 18 age group and Have handicaps of eight 

or less. 

Vancouver Island will be well represented with 23 entries, 
including 12 Victorians. There are seven from Nanai¬ 
mo and four from Cowichan. 

Defending champion Fred Couples of Seattle, winner of 
the B.C. Amateur this year, is out of Junior ranks but among 
the pre-tournament favorites are Rick Gibson and Keith 
Westover of Vancouver Marine Drive, Brian O’Keefe of 
West Vancouver, Kerry Grittner of Vancouver Golf Club, 
Jon Mahovlic of Colwood and Lanny Sawchuck of Up¬ 
lands. 

Gibson became the first player to make both the Willing- 
don Cup and B.C. junior teams last year when he was 
playing out of Uplands. He finished ninth in the B.C. 
amateur. 

Westover tied for 18th in the B.C. amateur, Grittner tied 
for 14th and O'Keefe made the provincial junior squad last 
year and Mahovlic is this year's Victoria champion. 

Sawchuck, who will be going to the University of Las 
Vegas orri golf scholarship in the fall, has been recognized 
as one of the top juniors on (he Island for years but his 
career has been marked by inconsistency and he has never 
won a major junior title. 

That may have changed at the B.C. Amateur. Saw¬ 
chuck scored 71, 70 and 69 on his last three rounds and 
finished fifth over-all with 285. 

Sawchuck says the difference was that he found his 
confidence. 

And he's still got it going into the junior and says he’s 
looking forward to playing at Kelowna. 

"I played there in the B.C. high school tournament two 
years ago and loved it.

Garden Notes 


•‘The Meadow Saffron or Cole hi- 
cum bringeth forth leaves In Febru¬ 
ary, Seedes in May and floures in 
September, which Is a thing clean 
contralrle to all other plants whatso¬ 
ever, for that they first floure and then 
seed, but this Saffron seedeth first, 
then four months later bringeth forth 
flours. 

"The roots of the Meadow Saffron 
are very hurtful to the stomache. and 
being eaten, they kill by choaking as 
Mushromes do. Those which have 
eaten it must drink the milk of a cow, 
or else death presently unsueth." 

—Gerard's Herbal, 1595, 


The colchicums are certainly not 
everybody’s cup of tea. These bulbs, 
often incorrectly called the Autumn 
Crocus, are difficult to accommodate 
in the small garden, for they make an 
immense mass of leaves, smothering 
any small plants nearby. 

These leaves start to fade and take 
on a most disreputable appearance in 
June, just when the garden should be 
looking its best, and you can't cut 
down this tangle of foliage either, for 
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the leaves must be left to die down 
naturally if the bulbs are to bloom 
normally in the fall. 

If you have lots of room, though, 
and can devise some means of con¬ 
cealing them through their untidy 
June period, they pay substantial divi¬ 
dends in September and October when 
the leafless flowers are in full splen¬ 
dor. No other bulbous plant can beat 
them for their late show of color. 

Because they bloom without leaves, 
the colchicums are still known in Eng¬ 
land as Naked Ladies. As John Gerard 
pointed out, all parts of the plant are 
poisonous, the active principle being 
the drug colchicine, valued for cen¬ 
turies as a remedy for gout. Unlike our 
modern broad-spectrum drugs, colchi¬ 
cine is so specific for gout that doctors 
sometimes use it for diagnosis; if it 
doesn't afford relief, then the trouble 
isn’t gout. 

The bulbs are best planted as early 
in August as they can be obtained, and 
they must go into the ground promptly 
affer purchase, for they will sprout 
and even bloom in the bag if you delay. 
They like a rich, well-drained loam 
soil and will tolerate light or partial 
shade. Planting depth is four inches, 
with the bulbs spaced eight inches 
apart, and they bloom most freely 


when allowed to remain undisturbed 

for some years. 

If you want more bulbs in a hurry, 
though, they can be taken up every 
second year, preferably between Aug. 

1 and Aug. 15. The clumps are broken 
up into individual bulbs and replanted 
immediately. 

The plant breeders, especially in 
Holland, have been hard at work de¬ 
veloping this family of bulbs, and with¬ 
out question the finest is a lovely 
hybrid variety called Water Lily. This 
one is expensive, selling for around $3 
per bulb. 

An exquisite while variety, Colchi- 
cum speciosum alba, was raised in 
England and sold first for five guineas 
per bulb; it can now be purchased for 
around $2. Lilac Wonder, Violet Queen 
and The Giant are all good, selling for 
around $1.75 each. 

The bulb catalogues will often 
stress the fact that these "wonder" 
bulbs will bloom if simply placed in a 
saucer, unplanted and without soil or 
water. Grown in this way, the eolchi- 
cum makes an interesting novelty for 
the schoolroom or for a shut-in, but the 
flower is far from beautiful; grown in 
this unnatural fashion, it is usually a ‘ 
sickly, washed out, pale mauve 
shade.

It gave me a little thrill the 
other morning when I found 
in my mail a letter from the 
G. £ C. Merriam Co., publish¬ 
ers of the Merriam-Webster 
dictionaries on which 1 have 
relied since high school. 

The name “Sleek” was 
typed in over the return ad¬ 
dress on the envelope, giving 
me a momentary hope that 
the letter was personal. But 
why would Merriam-Web¬ 
ster be writing me? Perhaps 
a word I had coined was 
being included in the new- 
unabridged, out of sheer 
merit. Or perhaps they were 
writing to advise me that I 
had misspelled a particular 
word so many times, and so 
logically, that they were list¬ 
ing my spelling of it as a 
variant. 

I had received only one 
letter from Merriam-Web¬ 
ster in my life, a courteous 
and thorough answer to a 
letter I had written them 
asking why slud, the past 
tense of slide as spoken by 
the late Dizzy Dean, was not 
included in their dictionary. 

I have of course saved 
their letter, and the meat of 
it was in this sentence: "Slud 
is virtually unknown outside 
of references to Dizzy Dean, 
and continued references to 
his use of it, as your 'salute,' 
only emphasize the peculiar¬ 
ity of the usage rather than 
spread it." 

That sentence has always 
fascinated me because I be¬ 
lieve “as your salute" should 


have been "like your sa¬ 
lute,” and I suspect that the 
author of it, like so many 
fastidious writers, had been 
frightened by the abuse 
heaped by purists on the 
“Winstons taste good like a 
cigarette should” ad, and 
had mistakenly inferred 
from this furor that like 
should always be as. 

It seemed to me that a 
lexicographer who would 
write as when he should have 
written like was in no posi¬ 
tion to criticize a word like 
slud. but 1 appreciated his 
courtesy in answering my 
letter, and didn't say any¬ 
thing at the time. 

The author of that letter 
had not been named Steck. 
however, and I opened the 
new envelope wondering 
who Steck was and what I 
had done to win his personal 
attention. 

It was not, however, a per¬ 
sonal letter, but a copy of the 
Merriam-Webster Newslet¬ 
ter, which someone named 
Steck had evidently taken 
the trouble to send me. 

But my disappointment 
vanished when I found that 
the newsletter concerned a 
dreadful word which I had 
heard two or three times, 
with revulsion, but of whose 
origin and meaning I knew 
nothing. 

"There's a new humon- 
gous, among us," the news¬ 
letter began. “One of the 
more colorful words to enter 
the English language recent¬ 


ly has been humongous, 
meaning large or huge. 

"According to-the editors 
at Merriam-Webster humon¬ 
gous apparently started out 
on college campuses as an 
adjective for something so 
big it was awe-inspiring. 
('The rock concert last night 
drew a humongous crowd.’) 

“As one editor said, 'After 
all, what college kid in his 
right mind would say huge 
when he could say humon¬ 
gous. It's also the kind of 
verbal shorthand kids use — 
such as laid back and funky 
— to separate themselves 
from their elders. But hav¬ 
ing run through the crowd 
that venerates Saturday 
Night Live, reads the Na¬ 
tional Lampoon and went to 
see Animal House, humon¬ 
gous has now been picked up 
off-campus and just may 
eventually become — to the 
anguish of some — standard 
English.’ 

The letter went on to say 
that the etymology of hu¬ 
mongous was uncertain, and 
quoted a Dr. Frederick C. 
Mish, editorial director of 
Merriam-Webster, as saying 
that it was probably a blend 
or portmanteau word, with 
ingredients borrowed from 
several words, possibilities 
being huge, tremendous, 
enormous, and monstrous. 

"Will humongous make 
the dictionary''" the news¬ 
letter asks. 'We never an¬ 
nounce what words will be 
entered in the Merriam- 


Webster dictionaries in ad 
vance of publication, - said 
Dr. Mish, 'but it would be 
fair to say that humongous 
seems to become a stronger 
candidate for inclusion with 
each passing, month.' ’’ 

I hope not. and I would like 
to do something about keep¬ 
ing it out. I suspect that's 
why the mysterious Steck 
sent me the newsletter — 
hoping I would start some¬ 
thing. But it won’t do any 
good to mount a big cam¬ 
paign. If Merriam-Webster 
got 10,000 letters urging 
them not to let humongous 
in. Dr. Mish and his col¬ 
leagues would simply regard 
this as proof that the word 
was viable, and put it in. (By 
the way — who let viable 
in?) 

So there's nothing we can 
do. But if humongous does 
get in. and slud doesn't, I will 
consider it a humongous 
bungle and an insult to the 
memory of ol’ Diz, who not 
only had a humongous fast¬ 
ball but could throw you out 
at the plate with his diction. 

Meanwhile, I can’t keep 
wondering what the old 
Laugh In gang would have 
done with a name like Mish. 
If Dr. Mish had a daughter 
named Ima. and she married 
a man named Mash, would 
her name be Ima Mish 
Mash? 

As Goldie Hawn would 
have said, put that in your 
Funk f. Wagnai's.

| marks 50 th year in service 


Dr. Stanley Charles Steer, 
a distinguished Anglican 
churchman, Friday marked 
the 50th annlversay of his 
ordination which took place 
July 21, 1929. 

Steer came to Canada 
from England and entered 
as a theological student at 
the then Emmanuel College 
and took arts at the Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatoon. He was a 
student of unusual promi¬ 
nence who distinguished 
himself in his studies. 

He gained first class 
standing both in honors arts, 
in (ireek and philosophy, and 
in theology. In his gradua 
lion year in arts, he was the 
winner of the much prized 
Copland scholarship, at that 
time the senior scholarship 
in the university, and the 
university gold medal. 

He had then, as now, a 
brilliant mind and was one 
who quickly showed himself 
to be a leader among men. 
He earned a number of de¬ 
grees—LTh and BD Em¬ 
manuel College; BA and MA 
Oxford University; and was 
awarded a DD from Wydiffc 
College. Toronto, and from 
Emmanuel College, Saska¬ 
toon. He served as a priest in 
the diocese of Caledonia at 
Vandcrhoof and from there 
went to the University of 
Oxford for further study. 

Subsequently. Steer 
taught ut the London College 
of Divinity where he became 


vice principal, later pro¬ 
ceeding to become principal 
of Emmanuel College, Sas¬ 
katoon, his first love. 

He was consecrated as 
Bishop of Saskatoon on July 
25, 1950, by the Archbishopof 
Hupertsland and assistant 
bishops. He remained as 
bishop for 20 years, retiring 
to Victoria in 1970. 

Much could be written of 
"Sliffy Steer," an affection¬ 
ate appellation bestowed 
upon him by his students. He 
set himself a high and exact¬ 
ing standard in all that he 
did, as his work in the col¬ 
lege, his diocese, general

‘Army’ asks 
support 
for refugees 

The Salvation Army is throwing its energies into a 
“socially approved concentration camp," to use the 
words of the Army's man on the spot, Major Glen 
Gilden, who is directing Salvation Army work with the 
boat people in Hong Kong. 

"You have to see it to believe it! I suppose it's a so¬ 
cially approved concentration camp in this situation," 
Gilden said. But they could be worse off." 

The Salvation Army in Canada is urging Its own 
people to support the work being done on behalf of Viet¬ 
namese refugees in the Chi Ma Wan camp, Lankau Is¬ 
land, Hong Kong. 

Major Gilden, who is social services officer in Hong 
Kong, reported that money was needed to provide for 
the immediate needs of refugees being accommodated 
there. 

The Salvation Army has responded to requests from 
the Hong Kong government to supply food supplements 
—fruit, salted eggs, clothes and reading material—be¬ 
yond the daily ration of rice. 

On July 4, the army was asked to take charge of a 
camp program at the one-time prison site on Lankau 
Island, and at that time moved in a four-member 
team, now living and working in the burgeoning camp 
Originally designed for 600 prisoners, Chi Ma Wan will 
soon accommodate 10,000 refugees. 

The team’s first task is to set ap a program of day 
camp activities for children. Canvas shelters are being 
erected to accommodate classes in English and Can 
tonese. Evening programs are also being developed for 
adults, including language classes, family life educa¬ 
tion, films and recreation. 

The team of Salvation Army workers is living in 
tents and is helping to solve the many daily problems 
arising in the terribly overcrowded community that is 
growing faster than the corrugated steel buildings can 
be built. Each new building will accommodate 400 sleep 
ing in three-tiered bunks side by side, touching each 
other.

The churches of Canada 
are now mobilizing their en¬

Many parishes and congre¬ 
gations will be earing for 
refugee families, arranging 
accommodation for them, 
helping them to adjust to our 
society, providing support 
for them until they are able 
to support themselves. 

Relevant here is that 
strange passage in Matth¬ 
ew's Gospel which is gen¬ 
erally called the Parable of 
the Last Judgment (25:31- 
46). You may find it enlight¬ 
ening lo read it in one of the 
modern translations, such as 
the New English Bible. The 
i.ord is pictured at the Last 
Judgment saying lo those 
who profess to follow him, 
"Anything you did for one of 
my brothers here, however 
humble, you did for me... 
Anything you did not do for 
one of these, however hum¬ 
ble, you did not do for me." 

Dietrich Bonhoeffer, the 
young German theologian 
who was hanged by the 
Gestapo In 1945 for his active 
opposition to Naziism, re¬ 
flected this when he wrote, 
"The Church is her true self 
only when she exists for hu¬ 
manity." 

This parable declares that 
the church has its authentic¬ 
ity not primarily in its inter¬ 
nal pieties but in its persist¬ 
ing mission of service to the 
needs and sufferings of man¬ 
kind. 

But we Christians at times 
seem to assume that mission 
is primarily a matter of get¬ 
ting people to think as we do 
about life and religion and of 
inducing them to join the 
church. That may be a legiti-

sion—but Christian mission 
must be much more than 
merely an exercise in 
churchly scalp-collecting. 

Christian mission is fun¬ 
damentally a matter of 
showing the compassion of 
Jesus Christ in the world and 
to the world. The Parable of 
the Last Judgment declares 
that in the final test of our 
faith there is no heresy of 
thought and opinion but only 
heresy of attitude toward 
others in their need and suf¬ 
fering. 

Belief and doctrine, wor¬ 
ship and other devotional ex¬ 
ercises, arc indeed Impor¬ 
tant and necessary in 
Christian faith as instru¬ 
ments for the sustenance 
and development and propa¬ 
gation of the faith. But in the 
ultimate reckoning they arc 
secondary, always to be as¬ 
sessed in terms of their ef¬ 
fectiveness in nourishing 
and guiding Christians in 
compassionate mission. 

In mission is the final test 
of Christian faith and com¬ 
mitment; Ijy mission the 
church is judged. Albert 
Camus, the great French 
writer, was not a Christian 
believer, but here and there 
in his books he expressed 
Christian insights in incisive 
ways. 

For instance, this is what 
the narrator in the novel, 
The Fall, says to an acquain¬ 
tance: "I’ll tell you a big 
secret, mon cher. Don’t wait 
for the Last Judgment. It 
takes place every day." 

We Christians should re¬ 
member that the judgment 
pictured in the Parable of 
the Last Judgment is not 
simply something that is to 
come at the end of history— 
"It takes place every day.” 
(Dr Davidson is minister of Domin- 
ion-Chalmers United Church, Ot¬ 
tawa.)

Three Americans from Washington state charged in 
connection with Canada's largest drug seizure to date 
(May 22) were denied bail Friday in Victoria provincial 
court. 

Judge Fred Green ordered the detention in custody of 
34-year-old William Francis Perka and 33-year-old Ste¬ 
phen Earl Johnson, both of Port Townsend, and 27-year- 
old Michael Walter Butler of Westport. 

They are among 23 persons charged with importing 
marijuana into Canada, possession of marijuana for the 
purpose of trafficking, and conspiracy to import mari¬ 
juana. 

Fifteen Colombians, seven Americans and one Costa 
Rican were arrested and charged following a seizure 
of about 33 tons of Colombian marijuana at Sydney Inlet. 
32 kilometres north of Tofino on Vancouver Island's west 
coast. 

The early-morning operation involved about 50 RCMP 
officers. 180 Canadian Forces personnel and the de¬ 
stroyer HMCS Qu’Appelle. Seized along with the mari¬ 
juana. estimated to have a street value of $50 million, 
were the 51-metre freighter Samarkanda and the 16.5- 
metre vessel Whilecap. 

The operation closely followed a similar one last July 
15 when 13.5 tons of marijuana and 15 men were cap¬ 
tured near Shelter Inlet, located in the same vicinity. 

All 23 from the second Tofino drug bust appeared be¬ 
fore Green on Friday and were remanded until next 
Friday on regular, weekly remands. 

GREEN SERVED notice of a crackdown on persons 
driving while under licence suspensions, handing out 
five-day jail terms to two men who pleaded guilty to 
the charge Friday. 

Crown counsel Ken Salt said 25-year-old Rjchard Gor¬ 
don Anderson, of 1255 Denman, was stopped by Saanich 
police about midnight July 3. Anderson told police his 
licence had been suspended May 14 on a conviction for 
driving with a blood-alcohol content over ,08, for which he 
was fined $50 and given community service work to per¬ 
form. 

In the case of 21-year-old Brian Philips Gaskill. of 2646 
Cook. Oak Bay police attended an accident between a 
vehicle driven by Gaskill and a B.C. Hydro bus. The mis¬ 
hap occurred about 4:20 p.m. at Lansdowne and Nottingh¬ 
am The bus received about $10,500 damage, and Gas- 
kill's vehicle was a writeoff. 

Salt said Gaskill's driver's licence had been suspended 
on Feb. 28 for three months because of his unsatisfac¬ 
tory driving record. The mishap occurred May 7, which 
was 21 days before his suspension was to end. 

TWO 17-YEAR-OLD girls who told Green they had 
been living in Beacon Hill Park for the last week were 
given suspended sentences, six months' probation, and 
50 hours of community service work each for shoplift¬ 
ing. 

Heather Lynn McLean and Karynne Elizabeth Ann 
Thompson pleaded guilty to a joint charge of theft under 
$ 200 . 

Court was informed the pair went into The Bay and 
stole a scarf, jacket and three packages of cigarettes 
with a total value of $10.27. 

In passing sentence. Green ordered them to report im¬ 
mediately to a probation officer and to live where directed 
by the officer.

Miller Sinclair. 60. of 485 Head, $425: Jack Turner. 58, of 850 
Admirals, $350; Thomas James Stewart, 72, of 2656 Scott,

Caldwell was fired be¬ 
cause, as a Catholic teacher 
at a Catholic school, she 
married a divorced Protes¬ 
tant. 

On July 6 a human rights 
board upheld the school 
board decision. 

But Friday Labor Minister 
^Uan Williams said he felt 
the board of inquiry erred in 
its interpretation of the code 
and that the case would be 
taken to Supreme Court. 

He said the government 
was concerned over the 
board's interpretation of the 
human rights law dealing 
with discrimination because 
of sex, marital status, race 
or religious affiliation. 

“If the decision remains 
unchallenged or unchanged, 
it could have serious impli¬ 
cations for the administra¬ 
tion of human rights in this 
province," Williams said. 

Williams said the argu¬ 
ment to the Supreme Court 
would be based on law. not on 
the actual fact of Caldwell’s 
dismissal. 

"There is no question of 
fact,” he said. "The matter 
will proceed by way of a 
stated case to the Supreme 
Court and the argument will 
be based solely on law."

Health Minister Robert

and referral services for 
programs to help workers 
whose job performance is 
w eakened by alcohol or drug 
abuse. 

"The funding will relieve 
office or company supervi¬ 
sors of the difficult task of 
diagnosing a worker’s par¬ 
ticular problem by providing 
an independent assessment 
and referral service, whose 
counsellors would have the 
expertise to assess the prob¬ 
lem and refer the individual 
to an appropriate treatment 
service," McClelland said in 
a new s release. 

The minister said an addi¬ 
tional $72,000 would be spent 
on a study of drug and alco¬ 
hol abuse among the elder¬ 
ly.

Tony Brummet (SC-North 
Peace River) lists among his 
share holdings 1,000 shares 
in Norgold Mines, and adds, 
almost plaintively, "to my 
knowledge, Norgold no 
longer exists." 

Robert McClelland (SC- 
Langley), the non-smoking, 
non-drinking health minis¬ 
ter. lists only one company in 
which he owns shares: Pot¬ 
ters Distilleries. And he says 
that's a mistake he no 
longer holds the shares. 

Frank Mitchell (NDP-Es- 
quimalt Renfrew) lists half a 
dozen properties he owns or 
holds mortgages on and 1.000 


shares in Bering Holdings 
Ltd. In brackets his disclo¬ 
sure form reads: “Bering 
Holdings Limited (bank¬ 
rupt)". 

David Stupich (NDP-Nan- 
aimo) lists interests in 14 
companies including B.C. 
Forest Products, B.C. Tele¬ 
phone, Canadian Cellulose, 
Crown Zellerbach, Domans, 
Kaiser Resources and Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel. 

His colleague Frank 
Howard (NDP-Skeena) filed 
a shorter list but it included 
shares in Merrill Lynch, Bell 
Canada, Action Traders and 
Dome Petroleum.

More than $193,000 has been collected for the Viet¬ 
namese "boat people" who are living in refugee camps 
in Southeast Asia, the B.C.-Yukon division of the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross announced Friday. 

Division president Robert Whyte said the figure ap 
proaches 10 per cent of the national objective of raising 
$300,000. 

“The Canadian people have shown a magnificent 
concern for the refugees living in our Red Cross camps 
overseas,” Whyte said in a news release. 

“There can be no doubt that our contributions in 
Canada will go a long way to provide life-saving support 
in this part of the world." 

The money will be used to supply emergency food, 
clothing, medical supplies and shelter to an estimated 
197.000 refugees now living in Red Cross refugee camps 
in Southeast Asia, Whyte said. 

In addition, the Red.Cross will co-ordinate a tracing 
and reunion service for thousands of individuals now se¬ 
parated from their families, he said. 

“We have been providing assistance to the ‘boat peo¬ 
ple' since 1975.” Whyte said, "but it is only really now, 
with the plight of these people so much in the news, that 
our eWorts are starting to be noticed over here." 

Whyte said the refugee camps arc concentrated in 
Malaysia, Indonesia and Hong Kong. 

He said the Red Cross was also looking after about 
95tj refugees still aboard the Tung an in Manila Bay. 


Saanich and Ceniral Saanich

Westwood said the penin¬ 
sula "was in better shape in 
terms of water supply than 
we have been for years." 

Westwood said September 
would probably be the com¬ 
pletion date of the perma¬ 
nent waterline, which is al¬ 
ready supplying some parts 
of the peninsula with Sooke 
Lakes water.

"There are a variety of 
little weaknesses in our dis¬ 
tribution system that collec¬ 
tively show up, such as w ater 
pressure problems in elevat¬ 
ed areas. It's only a problem 
in the northern end of the 
system, north of Mills Road, 
pretty well the former Deep 
Cove Water District." 

Westwood said the booster 
pump will probably be 
operating by Monday. 


Glazier said the new legis¬ 
lation comes as a shock to 
the city.

Holdout local unyielding 
on cost-of-living clause

Municipal employees in Saan¬ 
ich. alone in their rejection of a 
core area contract offer, seem 
prepared to remain part of the 
joint bargaining structure. 

"Right now we can’t see any 
reason to pull out." Maureen Nut 
tall, president of the Saanich local 
of the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, said Friday. 

HER LOCAL will be represented 
at a Monday night meeting of the 
Joint Negotiating Committee, 
called to discuss the ramifications 
of the 188-158 rejection vote Thurs¬ 
day night. The committee repre¬ 
sents five CL'PE locals. The other 
four had already voted accep¬ 
tance. 

The Saanich vote Thursday fol¬ 
lowed a surprising tie vote Wed¬ 
nesday on the same offer. 

Unlike the others, the Saanich 
local is not willing to drop the 


demand for an earlier cost-of-liv¬ 
ing agreement. The union says it 
pertained to the cost rise in 1978 
and was to have become effective 
Jan. 1 of this year. It didn’t come 
about, however, because of the 
opinion of the Greater Victoria 
Labor Relations Association that it 
wouldn't be allowed by the Anti- 
Inflation Board. 


Nuttall says the dropping of such 
an agreement sets a dangerous 
precedent. It would give employ¬ 
ers the opening to bargain away 
other points of agreement in the 
future. 


NUTTALL SAYS it wouldn’t 
have, been affected by anti infla¬ 
tion regulations and points out that 
the B.C. Labor Relations Board 
has ruled that there are grounds 
for arbitration. 

The local has opted for arbitra¬ 
tion and doesn't feel it should be 
asked to back off as a means of 
contract settlement, 

ITS MEMBERS have made it 
clear that they would be willing to 
accept the same memorandum of 
agreement approvou by the others 
if the 1978 COLA clause js indud 
ed. 


“It’s primarily a case in which 
the members feel cheated, and 
they're being asked to agree to 
being cheated." she said. 

Nuttall says the Saanich vote is a 
clear mandate to re initiate nego¬ 
tiations. Any such move would 
have to be made at this point 
through mediator Clark Gilntour 
who is still in the picture. 


Three other locals representing 
Victoria inside staff, public li¬ 
brary and Capital Region District 
employees bargained separately 
and agreed earlier to a two-year 
contract with wage increases of 
7.25 per cent in each year. 


THE 500-MEMBER Saanich 
local is an important part of the 
joint bargaining front in that it 
includes employees from Oak 
Bay. North Saanich and Sidney. 

The other locals cover Victoria 
outside workers, inside and out¬ 
side school board employees, and 
Esquimau employees. 


THE OFFER to the JNC locals 
includes COLA that would be trig¬ 
gered in 1980 if costs rise by 7per 
cent. 

The JNC offer has been de¬ 
scribed as slightly better than that 
accepted by the independent locals 
earlier, but Nuttall says this is not 
the case where a number of job 
categories are concerned. 

Other JNC sources say no one 
would lose under the newer offer 
and that lower paid categories 
would benefit. They say $1.24 an 
hour would be added over the two 
years to the current base labor 
rale of $6.93 —20 cents an hour 
more than that provided in the 
earlier offer.

Your Good Health

Dear Doctor: I am 26 and 
have menstrual cramps. Is 
this normal? Is there some¬ 
thing I can take that will 
prevent or at least ease the 
cramps? I had a check up 
and everything was OK. — 
L.T. 

Wowen who have pre-men- 
strual tension usually have 
menstruation cramps too. 
The precise cause is unclear, 
but many gynecologists feel 
it is hormone-related. It does 
mean that you are producing 
eggs because women who 
have the problem are ovulat¬ 
ing. 

Medicines can relieve the 
problem if it becomes disa¬ 
bling, which it may. Pain-re¬ 
lieving drugs combined with 
antidepressants and anti- 
pasmodics (atroptine-type) 
are tried first. If that doesn't 
help, stopping the ovulation 
always does. Many doctors 
recommend the birth con¬ 
trol pill for this purpose. If a 
woman wants to conceive, 
then other drugs (progestin) 
can be used during certain 
times of the cycle. Even 
male hormones have been 
ust'd successfully at about 
mid-cycle (objectionable to 
some women who may have 
problems with unwanted 
hair growth from the hor- 
jnone). 

Discuss your problem with 
your physician. He can ad¬ 
vise which treatment is best 
for you. Keeping physically 
active can reduce the sever¬ 
ity of the cramping. Women 
in athletics, I’m told, seldom 
have such problems. 


Dear Doctor: I have had 
a cough for a long time and 
sometimes a little choking 
and coughing up of phlegm 
when I get out in the cold. My 
doctor told me it is a bron¬ 
chial cough. What does that 
mean? — Z.M. 

Bronchitis is inflamma¬ 
tion of the bronchial tubes, 
the airways to the lungs. An 
allergy or reaction to pollu¬ 
tants (as cigarette smoke) 
can affect the tubes*and 
cause a cough. Sometimes 
irritants can cause perma¬ 
nent scarring of the tubes, 
producing a chronic cough 
and, incidentally, making 
the tubes more prone to in¬ 
fection. The phlegm is a re¬ 
sult of increased mucus pro¬ 
duction in the glands that 
line the bronchial tree. If It is 
heavy and yellowish, suspect 
infection. 

The cold air may cause 
bronchial irritation in some 
people even to the extent of 
producing wheezing — “cold 
air asthma.” Your best an¬ 
swer is to avoid cold and 
pollutants and be treated for 
any infection, which is de¬ 
termined by examing the 
mucus.

Alcoholic 
given hope 
with rat cure 


Victim of the Pill 
wins $2.5 million 


MONTREAL (CP) — A 
group of Concordia Univer¬ 
sity researchers has found a 
drug to make rats kick the 
drinking habit. 

The researchers intend to 
test the drug on humans 
early next year, hopeful that 
it will cure alcoholism ef¬ 
fortlessly and even allow 
rehabilitated alcoholics to 
become social drinkers. 

Dr. Zalman Amit, head of 
the research team, says the 
group has had “fabulous” 
success using the drug on 
laboratory rats made physi¬ 
cally dependent on alcohol 
over a four-month period, a 
length of time equivalent to 
15 years in human terms. 

The drug — called FLA-57 
— Interferes with the chemi¬ 
cal reaction liquor triggers

in the brain and eliminates 
the “high" or feeling of eu¬ 
phoria a drinker normally 
enjoys, Amit says. 

When the drug was admin¬ 
istered daily to the rats, they 
lost interest in alcohol. If the 
same affect could be pro¬ 
duced in humans, alcoholism 
could be cured, Amit says. 

“It’s the seeking of plea¬ 
sure which makes them 
drink," he said of alcoholics. 
“In the long run it may de¬ 
stroy them but they consider 
this beside the point, at least 
at the outset.” 

All treatment procedures 
to date have been inade¬ 
quate, said Amit, who has 
worked for 11 years on why 
some drinkers become alco¬ 
holics and on how to combat 
the problem. 

"The rate of failure is far 
greater than the rate of suc¬ 
cess." 

Since 1948, a drug called 
Antabuse has been used to 
combat alcoholism but, un¬ 
like FLA-57, It seeks to make 
the drinker" sick. 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (UPI) 
— A woman who says a birth 
control pill caused her to 
suffer a stroke and partial 
paralysis has won $2.5 mil¬ 
lion damages from the 
manufacturers of the con¬ 
traceptive. 

Kathleen Ertel, 27, of Full¬ 
erton, Calif., who filed suit in 
1974 against Ortho Pharma¬ 
ceutical Corp., makers of 
Ortho Novum pill, was 
awarded the verdict this 
week. 

The jurors denied the 
woman punitive damages 
and the verdict stipulated 
that the award was primari¬ 
ly to cover medical costs. 

The plaintiff, who was 22 
years old at the time of the 
adverse drug reaction, con¬ 
tended in court that she was 
not given proper advice from 


her doctor or the drug's 
manufacturer warning her 
of the pill’s possible harm. 

Attorneys for Ortho said 
federal drug laws required 
only that the firm notify 
physicians of the drug’s pos¬ 
sible effects. 

Defence attorney Arthur 
Hews said the manufacturer 
should have published a 
booklet for patients “ex¬ 
plaining all of the possible 
side effects." 

Hews also presented as 
evidence a national survey 
conducted by the Mervyn 
Field poll indicating that 53 
per cent of women found the 
label on the Ortho-Novum 
package misleading. Ortho- 
Novum is the nation’s lar¬ 
gest selling birth control 
pill.

"Handlogging has oj- 
curred in scattered patches 
of timber along about some

said. 

Moore said in his opinion 
handlogging was not as vis¬ 
ible as clearcut logging. At 
present, clearcutting is 
being carried out on 
Moresby by Rayonier Can¬ 
ada. 

“It may be a little unfair lo 
squeeze out the handloggers, 
and I'm going to ask the 
South Moresby Planning 
Team why they’re consider¬ 
ing a moratorium on hand¬ 
logging and not on clearcut¬ 
ting in the area,” Moore 
said. 

The planning team was set 
up earlier this year to look at 
guidelines for development 
of the region and includes 
representatives from 
Rayonier Canada, the forest 
service, fish and wildlife 
branch, and other resource 
and citizens' groups. 

Forest service regional 
manager Jack Biickert said 
in Prince Rupert on Friday: 

"Handlogging activity 
occurs throughout southern 
Moresby. There are about 
one or two dozen handlog¬ 
ging operations there now. 
and I’ve addressed about II 
handlogging applications 
that will be held in abeyance 
until the South Moresby 
Planning Team can properly 
address that kind of activity 
and develop management 
guidelines and constraints 
for the future." 

Biickert said the regional 
office started last week to 
hold handlogging applica¬ 
tions in abeyance. 

However, Biickert said a 
halt to clearcutting on south¬ 
ern Moresby wouldn’t make 
sense. 

"You can't just say slop to 
ail development." he said 

In March, the provincial 
government gave the go- 
ahead to logging in a pro¬ 
posed wilderness area in 
southern Moresby. 

The B.C. Supreme Court in 
May dismissed an attempt 
by Indian bands, environ- 
mentalists and unionists to 
halt government renewal of 
Rayonier Canada's tree 
farm licence on southern 
Moresby. 


Shut up 
schools 
—McGeer 


Education Minister Pal 
McGeer said Friday that 
many schools in (he prov¬ 
ince, particularly in the 
Greater Vancouver area, 
should be closed because 
they are under used. 

"The declining (student) 
population in B.C. has re¬ 
sulted in many schools in the 
province being at far less 
than capacity—certainly the 
city of Vancouver is a classic 
example of that,” McGeer 
said. 

He said his ministry had 
asked the Vancouver school 
board for plans "as to opti¬ 
mizing the utilization of 
school facilities mainly be¬ 
cause there are always re¬ 
quests that come through for 
sharing funds to upgrade 
schools." 

He said in cases when two 
schools are operating and 
there arc only enough stu¬ 
dents for one, the ministry 
must decide if it should con¬ 
tinue upgrading both schools 
or close one.

Qualicum Beach flyer 
in antique-planes race 


QUALICUM BEACH — The Canada Dry Air 
Race for antique planes and home-built aircraft 
will be starting from Delta air park Aug. 5 
and ending in Toronto six days later. 

And it will feature a competitor from this 
area. 

Antique planes must be at least 25 years old 
and no craft can have a cruising speed of more 
than 100 miles per hour. 

Curly McCrae, who keeps his two-seat Fleet 
Canuk at the Qualicum Airport, will be one of the 
approximately 40 entrants in the race. 

He said he was looking forward to a lot of fun 
and excitement. 

He said the sight of small, old planes flying 
over the Rockies will be spectacular, especially 
the planes with open cockpits. 

Some of the pilots will wear costumes remi¬ 
niscent of the Red Baron, gith helmets, goggles 
and long scarves. 

McCrae’s plane was built in 1947 and he 
rebuilt it himself about 18 months ago. 

Now he is checking it from end to end and 
giving it a new coat of paint. It has a radio, but no 
radios will be used in the race. 

McCrae said the radio controls will possibly 
be sealed in such a way the seals can be broken if 
an emergency should arise. 

As the planes will not be using radios, they 
cannot stop at major airports. They will therefore 
stay overnight at smaller airfields. 

The first stop will be at Trail, then the planes 
will go onto Calgary, proceed to Moose Jaw, 
Winnipeg, and drop down into the United States 
for a night at an airport in Wisconsin.

They will then return to Collingwood in On¬ 
tario and complete the course the following day 
with a flight to Toronto. 

McCrae said the event is more of a rally than 
a race. 

Each pilot, before setting out in the morning, 
will have to give his estimated time of arrival at 
the evening stopover. 

Points will be given for every minute a plane 
is early or late and the pilot with the least points at 
the end of the race will be the winner. 

McCrae said entries will be limited to about 40

Forestry industry clearing biggest dispute hurdle 


By DON COLLINS 

Colonist reporter 

The beleaguered forest industry will 
clear the biggest hurdle on the road to 
labor peace next Wednesday w r hen 
the International Woodworkers of 
America officially announces it has 
accepted the Industry’s two-year con¬ 
tract offer. 

While voting is to continue until then. 
IWA leaders now agree that it would be 
mathematically impossible to offset 
the acceptance vote that has been 
piling up so far. 

This would put the big union and its 
38,000 coast and southern interior 
members in the same camp as the 
smaller Canadian Paperworkers 
linion, which has already voted 82 per 
cent acceptance. The CPU represents 
7,500 pulp and paperworkers in B.C. 

The only holdout is the Pulp, Paper 


and Woodworkers of Canada which 
has yet to decide whethera 51.6 per cent 
rejection vote is a strong enough man¬ 
date for an industry wide strike. Its 
leaders are known to be split on the 
question. 

The PPWC wage caucus met in Van¬ 
couver Friday to thrash out the matter 
but will now wait until after a meeting 
with the industry before making a final 
decision, PPWC national president 
Angus Macphee said. 

"We will be meeting with the indus¬ 
try, hopefully early next week." Mac¬ 
phee told the Colonist. He said the in¬ 
dustry had agreed to the meeting but 
that he was not at liberty to list the 
points of discussion in advance. He 
admitted, however, that his union was 
still troubled by a number of local 
issues. 

While the rest of the PPWC has 
remained somewhat docile, the 1,100- 


member Harmac local on Vancouver 
Island has had a beehive effect on the 
industry and other two unions. It has 
kept the MacMillan Bloedel mill com¬ 
plex at Harmac closed, but has been 
thwarted in its efforts to hit the com¬ 
pany elsewhere by an almost end¬ 
less flow of Labor Relations Board 
orders prohibiting picketing. 

Existing contracts between the com¬ 
pany and other unions have been the 
basis for blocking the normally-allow- 
able secondary picketing. 

Macphee says the caucus will spend 
part of today “discussing the advisabil¬ 
ity" of appealing the LRB orders. A 
Harmac local official had erroneously 
reported Thursday that the appeals 
were to begin Friday. 

Meanwhile, acceptance votes contin¬ 
ued to roll in from various IWA locals 
and operations. 

The 5,500-member Vancouver local 


reported 71 percent acceptance Friday 
and the Kelowna local added an im¬ 
pressive 77 per cent margin In favor of 
a two-year package that has been de¬ 
scribed as the richest ever offered by 
the industry. 

In the 6,000-member Port Alberni 
local, where dissidents have kept mills 
and numerous logging operations 
closed, the offer has won a narrow 57 
per cent support. 

Last Sunday the 1,800-member Vic¬ 
toria local voted 70 per cent in favor. 
Other major votes are still to come 
from the Duncan, New Westminster 
(the biggest with 7;000 members) and 
loggers’ locals, although indications 
are that they will all be positive. 

“Yes, I guess it's safe to say it would 
e be mathemjjically impossible for it to 
be rejected now." IWA Western Can¬ 
ada president Jack Munro said Fri¬ 
day. 


If there is a question mark, it re¬ 
mains with unhappy groups of IWA 
tradesmen who feel they have been 
dealt an unfair blow by varying rate 
revisions. 

Some have returned to work after 
shutting down six interior mills Wed 
nesday and Thursday, while others 
continued to picket two sawmills and a 
plywood mill at Port Alberni, as well as 
other operations. 

In Victoria, some 200 workers re¬ 
mained off the job at the Victoria 
Plywood Ltd. mill a second day Friday 
in protest of what they said was 
the use of an outside contractor to do 
work belonging to the IWA. 

Some tradesmen have formed an 
association of their own within the 
union and others have joined with 
their counterparts from the other two 
unions in a new and reportedly militant 
body. 


The IWA leaders say they have gen 
eral assurance, however, that the tra 
desmen will honor the majority opin 
ion and drop their picketlines once an 
acceptance vote has been registered. 

In many sections of Vancouver Is¬ 
land the shutdown of logging opera 
tions became an academic exercise 
because of hot weather forest closures 
by government forestry officials. 

There was fear at Port Alberni that if 
loggers didn’t return to work right 
away to move badly needed timber 
the forest areas would be ordered 
closed, leaving the log-starved mills 
idle for the rest of the summer. 

The industry’s basic offer to all three 
unions is the same—an increase of 90 
cents an hour in the first year and 9 ;> 
per cent in the second with a minimum 
of 90 cents. The basic wage now is 
$8.16.

After two days of renew¬ 
ed talks with B.C. Hydro 
Thursday, negotiators for 
the Amalgamated Transit 
Union said job action would 
not be a consideration as 
long as meetings continued. 
The talks, described as 
showing some signs of 
progress, were adjourned 
until Monday. 

The union, representing 3,- 
300 drivers, mechanics and 
other employees in the two 
cities, has been in a legal 
position to strike since Mon¬ 
day. But it says it is intent on 
solving difficulties at the 
bargaining table. 

Hydro has offered in¬ 
creases of 5.25 per cent in 
two years, while the union 
wants 10 per cent in one 
year. Hydro's proposal for 
the introduction of part-time 
work is also a major issue.

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Crashed tankers gush worst oilspill 

29 die in Caribbean disaster 


CHARLOTTE VILLE, Tobago (UPI) 
— Millions of barrels of crude oil 
gushed into the Caribbean Sea Fri¬ 
day from a collision of two supertank¬ 
ers in the worst oilspill in history. 
Police reported 29 men missing and 
presumed dead. 

Tobago police said a total of 81 
persons were aboard the two vessels 
and that 52 survived. 

Trinidad-Tobago Oil Minister Errol 
Mahabir told parliament more than 3 
million barrels of oil were lost in 
the collision between the 1,139-foot At¬ 
lantic Empress, under lease by Mobil 
Oil corp , and the 1,066-foot Liberian- 
registered Aegean Captain during a 
rainstorm at dusk Thursday. 

The U.S. Coast Guard previously 
reported 1.6 million barrels lost, al¬ 


ready enough to make it the worst 
oilspill in history. 

Police said the Aegean Captain car¬ 
ried 35 crewmen and the captain's 
wife, for a total of 38 and the Atlantic 
Empress carried 43 crewmen along 
with the wives of the captain and one 
crewmen for a total of 45 aboard. 

The skipper of the Atlantic Em¬ 
press. Capt. Pashalis Hatzipertroy, 
was treated in hospital for burns. 

Skipper John Zissakis of the Aegean 
Captain set out with his three engi¬ 
neers to try to fight the fire in his 
vessel. 

Both vessels burned furiously along 


with the sea around the ships. The 
Atlantic Empress listed 40 degrees to 
the right with its entire hull ablaze, 
flames shooting higher than its smoke¬ 
stack. Blazing waves covered its deck 
and it trailed a column of smoke 
half a mile wide for more than 60 
miles. 

The Aegean Captain, also ablaze, 
was under tow by a tugboat in an effort 
to get the spilling crude oil away from 
the silver-white tourist beaches of To¬ 
bago. 

The burning oilslick spread quickly 
and by Friday afternoon, 18 hours 
after the Thursday dusk collision, 


it covered 80 square kilometres. The 
slimy oil turned the turquoise seas to a 
grimy gray. Waves carrying the oil 
licked at the beaches of Tobago. 

The coast guard said Friday after¬ 
noon that about half the oil had al¬ 
ready spilled from the two tankers. 
The Atlantic Empress was carrying 
270,000 tons — more than 2 million 
barrels — of crude Middle East oil to 
the United States, shipping sources 
said. 

The Aegean Captain, was carrying 
200,499 long tons — 1.42 million barrels 
— of crude on board, the sources said. 
It had loaded the oil in the West Indies 


islands of Curacao and Bonaire. All 36 
crew members of the Aegean Captain 
survived the crash, but many of them 
suffered severe burns. 

The combined load of the two super¬ 
tankers was almost 3.5 million barrels 
— more than 200 million gallons of 
petroleum. 

The two burning wrecks, abandoned 
by their crews and captains, had drift¬ 
ed to within seven miles of the shore¬ 
line of Tobago, part of the two-island 
republic of Trinidad and Tobago. 

While Trinidad has oil refineries and 
factories, Tobago is a quiet and peace¬ 
ful tourist resort, famed for its clean 
beaches. 



$2 paid to collect 
welfare fraud $1 
— NDP’s Brown

Rosemary Brown (NDP— Burnaby-Edmonds) says the 
the B.C. government is spending more than $600,000 
a year to collect $300,000 in welfare fraud. 

She told the Legislature Friday that it cost $618,000 
during the year ended March 31 to collect $343,500 in wel¬ 
fare fraud involving 235 persons who were charged and 
133 who were convicted. 

Human Resources Minister Grace McCarthy, who ta¬ 
bled tffe figures in the Legislature, said fhe $300,000 
represents dollars that would be paid by the taxpay¬ 
ers year after year. 

"That is only the tip of the iceberg," she said. “We only 
prosecute 10 per cent of those cases that are brought 
before the inspectors.” 

She said there are “many people who have defrauded 
the system and voluntarily, because of the anti-fraud 
program, have on their own simply not furthered their 
drain on the public purse." 

“And there are many more who have voluntarily cut 
themselves off welfare and many more that have been 
cut off because of the questioning alone." 

Hewitt’s jobs 
spell conflict 
—Macdonald

Alex Macdonald (NDP— 
Vancouver East) Friday 
called for the resignation of 
Mines, Energy and Petro¬ 
leum Resources Minister 
James Hewitt from one of 
the two boards he sits on. 

Hewitt is chairman of the 
B.C. Petroleum Corporation 
and a member of the board 
of directors of B.C. Hydro. 

BCPC has endorsed a 
Westcoast Transmission bid 
for more B.C. natural gas for 
export to the United .States. 
B.C. Hydro has called for 
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more positive proof of natu¬ 
ral gas reserves before the 
export deal is approved. 

The National Energy 
Board meets in Calgary 
Monday to hear argument on 
the export bid which could 
net the B.C. treasury $90 
million a year. 

Hewitt was “obviously 
wearing too many hats” and 
Premier Bennett should re¬ 
quest his resignation either 
from BCPC or Hydro, Mac¬ 
donald said Friday. 

"There is an obvious con¬ 
flict of interest here,” Mac¬ 
donald said. "He is sitting on 
one board which is advocat¬ 
ing the sale of massive 
amounts of natural gas to the 
States, and another board 
which is seriously concerned 
about the sale.” 

Don Lockstead (NDP— 
Mackenzie) went one stage 
further than Macdonald. He 
said he agreed that Hewitt 
should give up one of his 
extra jobs but added "the 
real problem at Hydro is Bob 
Bonner. The premier or 
Hewitt should fire him, but I 
doubt if they have the cour¬ 
age.” 

Robert Bonner is chair¬ 
man of B.C. Hydro. 

The petroleum corpora¬ 
tion, a crown agency which 
purchases natural gas at the 
wellhead then sells it to 
Westcoast for distribution, 
supports the export bid on 
the grounds that there are 
sufficient proven reserves in 
the gas fields to handle the 
extra sales while not depriv¬ 
ing B.C. consumers. 

Hydro has stated that the 
increased sale of natural gas 
to the U.S. could force aban¬ 
donment of a proposed natu¬ 
ral gas line to Vaneo'uver 
Island. 

The pipeline was an often 
repeated promise of Ben¬ 
nett's election campaign. 

Macdonald said that 
Hewitt's quick endorsement 
of the increased export sale 
of gas to the United States 
clearly demonstrated that 
“this government is pre¬ 
pared to put the quick cash 
sale before the interests of 
(he people of B.C."

Tweed Weed finds 
a cheeky seedbed

•Nobody would have suspected that 
the Oak Bay police station had gone to 
pot, least of all police chief Irving 
Bailey. 

But the evidence was overwhelming 
for anyone who cared to look out the 
window of the chief’s new office at a 
freshly seeded patch of lawn Friday 
afternoon. There among the new 
blades of grass was “grass.” 

Acapulco Gold had made its way 
through the Tweed Curtain. And the 
insidious Tweed Weed couldn't have 
found a cheekier place to take root 
than if it had decided on the Windsor 
Park cricket pitch. 

The Colonist was tipped off that 
more than the common variety of 
grass was flourishing in front of the 
Tudor-style police station by an anony¬ 
mous woman caller who sounded as 
though she'd be better at identifying 
tea roses than dope. She knew mari¬ 
juana when she saw it, thank you very 
much 

CONSTABLE AL Campbell, first 
member of the force on the scene, 
agreed. It was weed that you smoked, 
not the kind you pulled. 

But Chief Bailey wasn't so sure. 
Wrong number of leaves, he said. And 
they weren’t long and thin enough, 
added the chief who was beginning to 


wonder how long it had been since lie 
headed up a drug squad in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

The constable wasn't about to con¬ 
tradict the chief but there was talk of a 
bet that began at $50 and ended 
up tentatively as a case of beer. 

Campbell went looking for his refer¬ 
ence books while Bailey wondered 
what happened to a marijuana plant 
that had been around the office in 
relation to another case. 

BOTH THE PLANT and the handy 
reference diagram seemed to have 
disappeared. Just when Bailey was 
about to classify it as a plant that looks 
a lot like marijuana but really isn’t, 
Campbell returned with more speci¬ 
mens from outside the police station. 

A leaf count was immediately taken. 
The chief changed his mind and the 
plants were ordered pulled. 

Campbell lost count after yanking 60 
of the plants, ranging from several 
inches to about 14 inches tall, from 
what one of the neighboring firemen 
jokingly referred to as “our garden.” 

How the plants got there is anyone's 
guess. Bailey says the reseeding was 
undertaken by the parks department 
but superintendent Dune Russell could 
not be reached for comment. Muni¬ 
cipal engineer Geoff White doubted 
that Oak Bay's grass seed contained 
anything more than grass of the most 
down-to-earth variety. 


Rhodesian forces 
kill 183 of own 
auxiliary troops

SALISBURY, Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia — Rhodesian se¬ 
curity forces Friday killed 
183 of theirown paramilitary 
troops, who were accused of 
“operating in Mafia-style 
gangs” and terrorizing the 
countryside. 

The operation was direct¬ 
ed against armed members 
of black political parties that 
participated in the recent 
elections that brought Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa to 
power. The parties’ sup¬ 
porters, including some for¬ 
mer black nationalist guer¬ 
rillas who switched sides, 
had been forced into armed 
“auxiliaries" to help secur¬ 
ity forces maintain order 
and combat the guerrillas. 


The death toll, by far the 
highest ever inside the coun¬ 
try in the six-year-old war, 
ironically included a number 
of the bishop's own party 
auxiliaries, although the 
bulk of the dead belonged to 
the dissident leader. RcV. 
Ndabaningi Sithole. 

The military communique 
announcing the clashes said 
security forces had been in 
the process of regrouping 
the auxiliaries. 

The Muzorewa govern¬ 
ment is understood to be on 
the point of renewing its ef¬ 
forts to sway guerrillas over 
to its side by declaring a new 
amnesty after the failure of 
initial efforts when the bish¬ 


op became prime minister 
last month. 

The clashes come amid in¬ 
creasing political tension in 
Muzorewa's party, the Unit 
ed African National Council, 
and growing complaints 
among Africans that little 
had been accomplished so 
far under black-majority 
rule in the embattled and 
still unrecognized new na¬ 
tion of Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 

Earlier Friday, police ar¬ 
rested more than 100 sup¬ 
porters of Sithole in a sweep 
on his party offices and in¬ 
stallations, including his own 
home. The dissident leader, 
who has refused to take up 
his 12 elected seats in new 
parliament, is currently on a 
visit to London 


Philippines proposal 
Viet ‘breakthrough’ 


GENEVA (AP) — In what 
a U.S. delegate called a 
breakthrough toward saving 
Indochina's boat people, the 
Philippines offered Friday 
to establish a transit camp 
for up to 50,000 refugees. 

Despite this and other new 
proposals, the opening of a 
two-day world conference on 
the Southeast Asian refugee 
crisis was far from harmoni¬ 
ous. An angry Chinese dele¬ 
gate accused Vietnam of 
committing genocide 
against its Chinese residents 
and forcing them to flee and 
risk their lives at sea. 

Chinese Deputy Foreign 
Minister Zhang Wenjin 
urged the more than 50 coun¬ 
tries attending the confer¬ 
ence to cut off all aid to 
Hanoi and to spend the 
money instead on emer¬ 
gency relief efforts. 

The Vietnamese delega¬ 
tion, meanwhile, expressed 
a willingness to co-operate in 
“properly channeling and le¬ 
galizing” the flow of refu-

gees from Vietnam, which 
UN officials estimate total 
one million since 1975. 

But the Vietnamese gave 
no sign they are ready to 
curb the exodus. 

Philippine Foreign Minis¬

conscience of our world.” 

He said his country is 
ready to establish the new 
processing centre in an ef¬ 
fort to take some of the 
pressure off Malaysia.

Ferries on brink 
of strike-vote call 


The B.C. Ferries fleet is 
heading into troubled waters 
in the midst of its busy sum- 
. mer season. 

The B.C. Ferry and Ma¬ 
rine Workers Union is re¬ 
ported on the verge of calling 
a strike vote following a 
breakdown in contract 
talks. 

While union officials were 
remaining out of reach Fri¬ 
day because on an agreed 
news blackout on negotia¬ 
tions, it was learned that 
they were unhappy with 
what they considered a sub¬ 


standard offer from the B.C. 
Ferry Corp. 

One union source indicated 
the corporation was offering 
what amounted to a wage 
increase of about three per 
cent in the first ye.tr of a 
two-year contract. There 
were also claims that there 
would be a loss of some holi¬ 
days under the corporation 
plan. 

Other sources denied this. 
They said the “average” in¬

“higher priced help." such 
as chief engineers. The idea 
was supposedly to lend the 
most help at the lower end of 
the financial ladder.

he was acquired by Toronto 
from Detroit Red Wings 
along with Norm Ullman and 
Paul Henderson in exchange 
for Frank Mahovlich, Pete 
Stemkowski, Garry Unger 
and the NHL rights to Carl 
Brewer. 

He was sold to Buffalo on 
Aug. 31, 1970, to become the 
first captain of the expan¬ 
sion team, joining general 
manager-coach Imlach, who 
had been sacked by Toronto 
after the 1968-69 season. 

Imlach. who suffered a 
heart attack in January, 
1972, was let go by Buffalo 
midway in the 1978-79 cam¬ 
paign and rejoined the 
Leafs, who he led to four 
Stanley Cup championships 
in the 1960s, earlier this 
month. 

While he has his own ideas 
about what it takes to make a 
successful team — “Every 
successful team has skat¬ 
ers”;— Smith admits he has 
little knowledge of what To¬ 
ronto has in the way of per¬ 
sonnel. 

He left the Buffalo organi¬ 
zation, where he had been 
retained in a minor capacity 
after being fired, to coach 
Cincinnati Stingers of the 
defunct World Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation last year. 

"What I will say is that any 
team that wins the Stanley 
Cup can skate," said Smith. 
"I’m talking about good, ag¬ 
gressive skating. If you can’t 
skate, you can’t play hock¬ 
ey.” 

While many of the current 
Leafs, acquired through ma¬ 
nipulations and trades by 
coach Roger Neilson, whose 
contract was not renewed 
after last year, don’t fit into 
the skater’s mold, Smith 
would not make any evalua¬ 
tion on player changes at this 
time. 

Smith didn't deny rumors 
that Leafs would be hiring an 
assistant. He admitted that 
such a move has been discus¬ 
sed but none of the details 
completed. 

"I found it helpful in Cin¬ 
cinnati." He said severat 
names have been mentioned, 
"and I have someone in 
mind.” 

“With so many teams 
around today (21), you need 
some help keeping track of 
the players.” He refused to 
confirm the rumor mill that 
ex-Leaf star Dick Duff 
would be joining the team in 
an assistant's capacity. 

Smith does he fear inter¬ 
ference from Imlach, still 
known to have his heart in 
the dressing room despite 
giving up coaching in Buffa¬ 
lo on his doctor’s advice 
after the heart attack. 

“Punch and I have only 
one rule," said Smith. “He 
gets the players and I do the 
best job possible to make 
them a winner.’-’ 

Imlach figured they had 
all the ingredients at Buffalo 
for a winner since the club 
could skate with the peren¬ 
nial champion Montreal 
Canadiens.

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"The Meadow Saffron or Colcbl- 
cum brlngeth forth leaves In Febru¬ 
ary, Seedes In May and floures In 
September, which Is a thing clean 
contrairle to all other plants whatso¬ 
ever, for that (hey first tloure and then 
seed, but this Saffron seedeth first, 
then four months later brlngeth forth 
flours. 

"The roots of the Meadow Saffron 
are very hurtful to the stomache, and 
being eaten, they kill by choaklng as 
Mushromes do. Those which have 
eaten It must drink the milk of a row, 
or else death presently unsueth." 

—Gerard's Herbal, 1595. 


The colchicums are certainly not 
everybody’s cup of tea. These bulbs, 
often Incorrectly called the Autumn 
Crocus, are difficult to accommodate 
in the small garden, for they make an 
immense mass of leaves, smothering 
any small plants nearby. 

These leaves start to fade and take 
on a most disreputable appearance in 
June, Just when the garden should be 
looking its best, and you can't cut 
down this tangle of foliage either, for

the leaves must be left to die down 
naturally if the bulbs are to bloom 
normally in the fall. 

If you have Jpts of room, though, 
and can devise some means of con¬ 
cealing them through their untidy 
June period, they pay substantial divi¬ 
dends in September and October when 
the leafless flowers are in full splen¬ 
dor. No other bulbous plant can beat 
them for their late show of color. 

Because they bloom without leaves, 
the colchicums are still known in Eng¬ 
land as Naked Ladies. As John Gerard 
pointed out, all parts of the plant are 
poisonous, the active principle being 
the drug colchicine, valued for cen¬ 
turies as a remedy for gout. Unlike our 
modem broad-spectrum drugs, colchi¬ 
cine is so specific for gout that doctors 
sometimes use it for diagnosis; if it 
doesn't afford relief, then the trouble 
isn’t gout. 

The bulbs are best planted as early 
in August as they can be obtained, and 
they must go into the ground promptly 
after purchase, for they will sprout 
and even bloom in the bag if you delay. 
They like a rich, well-drained loam 
soil and will tolerate light or partial 
shade. Planting depth is four inches, 
with the bulbs spaced eight inches 
apart, and they bloom most freely 


when allowed to remain undisturbed 
for some years. 

If you want more bulbs in a hurry, 
though, they can be taken up every 
second year, preferably between Aug. 

1 and Aug. 15. The clumps are broken 
up into individual bulbs and replanted 
immediately. 

The plant breeders, especially in 
Holland, have been hard at work de¬ 
veloping this family of bulbs, and with¬ 
out question the finest is a lovely 
hybrid variety called Water Lily. This 
one is expensive, selling for around $3 
per bulb. 

An exquisite white variety, Colehi- 
cum speciosum alba, was raised in 
England and sold first for five guineas 
per bulb; it can now be purchased for 
around $2. Lilac Wonder, Violet Queen 
and The Giant are all good, selling for 
around $1.75 each. 

The bulb catalogues will often 
stress the fact that these "wonder” 
bulbs will bloom if simply placed in a 
saucer, unplanted and without soil or 
water. Grown in this way, the colchl- 
cum makes an interesting novelty for 
the schoolroom or for a shut-in, but the 
flower is far from beautiful; grown in 
this unnatural fashion, it is usually a 
sickly, washed out, pale mauve 
shade.

It gave me a little thrill the 
other morning when I found 
in my mail a letter from the 
G. £ C. Merriam Co., publish¬ 
ers of the Merriam-Webster 
dictionaries on which I have 
relied since high school. 

The name "Steck” was 
typed in over the return ad¬ 
dress on the envelope, giving 
me a momentary hope that 
the letter was personal. But 
why would Merriam-Web- 
stcr be writing me? Perhaps 
a word I had coined was 
being included in the new- 
unabridged, out of sheer 
merit. Or perhaps they were 
writing to advise me that I 
had misspelled a particular 
word so many times, and so 
logically, that they were list¬ 
ing my spelling of it as a 
variant. 

I had received only one 
letter from Merriam-Web¬ 
ster in my life, a courteous 
and thorough answer to a 
letter I had written them 
asking why slud, the past 
tense of slide as spoken by 
the late Dizzy Dean, was not 
included in their dictionary. 

I have of course saved 
their letter, and the meat of 
it was in this sentence: "Slud 
is virtually unknown outside 
of references to Dizzy Dean, 
and continued references to 
his use of it, as your ’salute,’ 
only emphasize the peculiar¬ 
ity of the usage rather than 
spread it." 

That sentence has always 
fascinated me because I be¬ 
lieve "as your salute" should 


have been “like your sa¬ 
lute,” and I suspect that the 
author of it, like so many 
fastidious writers, had been 
frightened by the abuse 
heaped by purists on the 
"Winstons taste good like a 
cigarette should” ad. and 
had mistakenly inferred 
from this fifror that like 
should always be as. 

It seemed to me that a 
lexicographer who would 
write as when he should have 
written like was in no posi¬ 
tion to criticize a word like 
slud, but I appreciated his 
courtesy in answering my 
letter, and didn’t say any¬ 
thing at the time. _ 

The author of that letter 
had not been named Steck, 
however, and I opened the 
new envelope wondering 
who Steck was and what I 
had done to win his personal 
attention. 

It was not, however, a per¬ 
sonal letter, but a copy of the 
Merriam-Webster Newslet¬ 
ter, which someone named 
Steck had evidently taken 
the trouble to send me. 

But my disappointment 
vanished when I found that 
the newsletter concerned a 
dreadful word which I had 
heard two or three times, 
with revulsion, but of whose 
origin-and meaning I knew 
nothing. 

"There’s a new humon- 
gous, among us," the news¬ 
letter began. “One of the 
more colorful words to enter 
the English language recent¬ 


ly has been humongous, 
meaning large or huge. 

“According to the editors 
at Merriam-Webster humon¬ 
gous apparently started out 
on college campuses as an 
adjective for something so 
big it was awe-inspiring. 
(‘The rock concert last night 
drew a humongous crowd.’) 

“As one editor said, ’After 
all, what college kid in his 
right mind would say huge 
when he could say humon¬ 
gous. It’s also the kind of 
verbal shorthand kids use — 
such as laid back and funky 
— to separate themselves 
from their elders. But hav¬ 
ing run through the crowd 
that venerates Saturday 
blight Live, reads the Na¬ 
tional Lampoon and went to 
see Animal House, humon¬ 
gous has now been picked up 
off-campus and just may 
eventually become — to the 
anguish of some — standard 
English.’ 

The letter went on to say 
that the etymology of hu¬ 
mongous was uncertain, and 
quoted a Dr. Frederick C. 
Mish, editorial director of 
Merriam-Webster, as saying 
that it was probably a blend 
or portmanteau word, with 
ingredients borrowed from 
several words, possibilities 
being huge, tremendous, 
enormous, and monstrous. 

"Will humongous make 
the dictionary?" the news¬ 
letter asks. 'We never an¬ 
nounce what words will be 
entered in the Merriam- 


Webster dictionaries in ad¬ 
vance of publication,’ said 
Dr. Mish, ’but it would be 
fair to say that humongous 
seems to become a stronger 
candidate for inclusion with 
each passing month.’ ” 

I hope not, and I would like 
to do something about keep¬ 
ing it/>ut. I suspect that’s 
why the mysterious Steck 
sent me the newsletter — 
hoping I would start some¬ 
thing. But it won’t do any 
good to mount a big cam¬ 
paign. If Merriam-Webster 
got 10,000 letters urging 
them not to let humongous 
in, Dr. Mish and his col¬ 
leagues would simply regard 
this as proof that the word 
was viable, and put it in. (By 
the way — who let viable 
in?) 

So there’s nothing we can 
do. But if humongous does 
get in. and slud doesn’t, I will 
consider it a humongous 
bungle and an insult to the 
memory of oP Diz, who not 
only had a humongous fast¬ 
ball but could throw you out 
at the plate with his diction. 

Meanwhile, I can’t keep 
wondering what the old 
Laugh In gang would have 
done with a name like Mish. 
If Dr. Mish had a daughter 
named Ima, and she married 
a man named Mash, would 
her name be Ima Mish 
Mash? 

As Goldie Hawn would 
have said, put that in your 
Funk C Wagnal’s.

RayBrookbank was 
the spokesman for Depar¬ 
ture Bay residents in opposi¬ 
tion to the rezoning, but he 
was outvoted by his fellow 
aldermen, who adopted the 
rezuning bylaw. 

AU5 adopted was a rezon- 
infofcylaw for the Oliver 
RuaiTarea across from the 
future Hudson’s Bay| Com- 
patyy. 


Rezoning the Somerset 
Village area near Metral 
Drive was abandoned and 
rezoning along Bowen Road 
has now been prevented" for 
the distance between 
Howard Avenue and Wake- 
siah. 

Mid-Island Public Em¬ 
ployers' Association was on 
the scene again this week as 
city council dealt with the 
matter of whether council 
should pay a share of the 
legal costs Incurred in the 
preparation of a MIPEA pre¬ 
sentation made on July 13. 

During the course of this 
discussion, council’s mem¬ 
bership in MIPEA came 
under fire. G. A. Coghill, 
President of CUPE Local 
tot, presented a brief stating 
his opposition to any further 
association with MIPEA. 

Any participation with 
MIPEA results in a concur¬ 


rent membership in the Pub¬ 
lic Sector Employers' Coun¬ 
cil. Coghill stated that PSEC 
is an unnecessary cost to the 
taxpayers because PSEC’s 
elected officials negotiate 
and bargain with CUPE 
Local 401 in lieu of the gen¬ 
eral government commit¬ 
tee. 

Council heard Coghill, and 
then chose to pay its share of 
the local costs. 

Council showed its support 
of Nanaimo’s cultural poten¬ 
tial by approving a $10,000 
grant to the Madrone Expo¬ 
sition Centre at Malaspina 
College. 

-Joy Leach, resource de¬ 
velopment officer, and John 
Cbarnetski, curator of the 
Madrone Exposition Centre, 
were on hand to answer 
questions and present their 
request for a perpetual grant 
of $10J)00 annually from the 
city of Nanaimo. 


The Malaspina college 
board has already approved- 
to contribute an equivalent 
sum, and an additional $400,- 
,000 is expected to come 
through from the B.C. Lot¬ 
teries Fund. 

Council chose to contrib¬ 
ute the $10,000 this year with 
a strong recommendation to 
continue support in the fol¬ 
lowing years, provisional on 
the provincial endowment 
being approved. 

The item of Protection Is¬ 
land’s status once again ap¬ 
peared before Nanaimo city 
council. 

Minister of Municipal Af¬ 
fairs William Vander Zalm, 
postponed a meeting with 
council, but assured the al¬ 
dermen in a letter that he 
would not approve any bylaw 
until he has discussed the 
matter, thoroughly with 
council. 

Council elected that the 


various problems of the Pro¬ 
tection Island matter such as- 
fire, water, sewer, transpor¬ 
tation and planning be re¬ 
ferred to each of the appro¬ 
priate committees for 
further discussion. 

The recreational usage of 
Long Lake was also discus¬ 
sed. Much concern has been 
expressed about the lake 
being monopolized during 
the summer months by 
water skiers and high- 
powered boats. 

Local resident Geoff 
Matthews suggested that 
such usage of the lake was 
unsuitable due to its limited 
size and the increasing use 
by swimmers, canoeists, 
sailboats and fishing enthu¬ 
siasts. 

Council decided to refer 
the matter to parks and rec¬ 
reation with a view to reclas¬ 
sifying the usage of Long 
Lake, 


PORT HARDY — Negotiations between 
city council, Seven Hill Golf Club and CFCP 
Coast Radio in Courtenay are continuing, with 
a possible solution in sight. 

Council had previously agreed to allow 
Coast Radio to locate its antenna on town 
land near Storey’s Beach, which would have 
been the seventh and ninth fairways of the golf 
club. 

The plan was for the radio station and golf 
club to share the land but the station plans 
posed some technical impossibilities for the 
golf club, according to members. 

Golf club officials met with council and an 


alternate proposal of two sites within the golf 
course was offered to station owner Bill Brown, 
who turned down the offer because of added 

costs. 

The antenna sits in Port Hardy awaiting a 
site and the area awaits the radio station, for 
which CRTC approval has already been grant¬ 
ed. 

Council is now trying to secure a lease on 
some adjoining Ministry of Transport land, 
which Mayor Brian Welchman feels would sat¬ 
isfy the golf club members. 

Meanwhile, the golf club says it will not 
release its interests in the present site until it is 
sure of the land on the MoT site.

QUALICUM BEACH — The Canada Dry Air 
Race for antique planes and home-built aircraft 
will be starting from Delta air park Aug. 5 
and ending in Toronto six days later. 

And it will feature a competitor from this 
area. 

Antique planes must be at least 25 years old 
and no craft can have a cruising speed of more 
than 100 miles per hour. 

Curly McCrae, who keeps his two-seat Fleet 
Canuk at the Qualicum Airport, will be one of the 
approximately 40 entrants in the race. 

He said he was looking forward to a lyt of fun 
and excitement. 

He said the sight of small, old planes flying 
over the Rockies will be spectacular, especially 
the planes with open cockpits. 

Some of the pilots will wear costumes remi¬ 
niscent of the Red Baron, with helmets, goggles 
and long scarves. 

McCrae’s plane was built in 1947 and he 
rebuilt it himself about 18 months ago. 

Now he is checking it from end to end and 
giving it a new coat of paint. It has a radio, but no 
radios will be used in the race. 


McCrae said the radio controls will possibly 
be sealed in such a way the seals can be broken if 
an emergency should arise. 

As the planes will not be using radios, they 
cannot stop at major airports. They will therefore 
stay overnight at smaller airfields. 

The first stop will be at Trail, then the planes 
will go onto Calgary, proceed to Moose Jaw, 
Winnipeg, and drop down into the United States 
for a night at an airport in Wisconsin. 

They will then return to Collingwood in On¬ 
tario and complete the course the following day 
with a flight to Toronto. 

McCrae said the event is more of a rally than 
a race. 

Each pilot, before setting out in the morning, 
will have to give his estimated time of arrival at 
the evening stopover. 

Points will be given for every minute a plane 
is early or late and the pilot with the least points at 
the end of the race will be the winner. 

McCrae said entries will be limited to about 40 
because some of the airports are too small to 
accommodate more visiting aicraft. 

Pilots and cO-pilots will camp overnight under 
the wings of their planes.

Teacher makes no bones about it 


Walrus unearthed

QUALICUM BEACH — Graham Beard, 
a biology teacher at Ballenas high school in 
Parksviile, is an avid collector of fossils, 
ancient bones and other artifacts. 

His most recent acquisition is a walrus 
skeleton, which he estimates to be 10.000 to 
13,000 years old and dates from the pleisto¬ 
cene age. 

He painstakingly removed the bones 
from a rocky bluff up the coast from 
Qualicum. 

The skull, with its long ivory tusks, is 
amazingly heavy. 


Beard said that judging by the shape of 
the tusks, the walrus was a female. 

The epiphyseal plates in the ends of the 
long bones are still clearly visible, indicat¬ 
ing the walrus was young at the time of 
death. 

There are epiphyseal plates at the ends 
of long bones in walrus, humans and 
all other animals. 

Cell proliferation at these plates causes 
growth in length of the bones. 

When the animal reaches maturity, the 
epiphyseal plates disappear. 

Beard said walrus no longer come to the 
Qualicum area. .

NANAIMO — Twenty-four 
Nigerian students will arrive 
in Nanaimo in the third week 
of August to enroll in a new 
preliminary technology pro¬ 
gram at Malaspina College. 


This will be the first time 
a community college in B.C. 
has undertaken a training 
program for Nigerian 'stu¬ 
dents. Their fees will be 
paid by the Nigerian govern¬ 
ment and the program will 
be administered by the Ca¬ 
nadian Bureau for Interna¬ 
tional Education. 


All but four of the students 
will be coming directly to 
Nanaimo from Nigeria and 
will spend at least a year at 
Malaspina preparing for 
entry into a specific technol¬ 
ogy program. 

The other students have 
spent the last 10 months at 
colleges in eastern Canada. 


Those who decide to con¬ 
tinue their studies in Nanai¬ 
mo will be able to choose 
from the technological pro¬ 
grams offered at Malaspina 
and, where surveying and 
electronics are concerned, 
w ill later transfer to the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Institute bf 
Technology to complete 
iheir third year in Canada. 
Other Nigerian students will 
move directly into techno¬ 
logical programs at other 
Canadian colleges after 
their first year in Nanaimo. 


Dave Swanson, who has 
been teaching in the college 
foundations and basic skills 
programs, has been appoint¬ 
ed as Ihe co-ordinator of the 
Nigeria project. 


He notes that, although all 
the students have been edu¬ 
cated in English, they may 
take some time to master the 
Canadian dialect, especially 
Canadian pronunciation and 
phrasing habits. 


Swanson explains that a 
major emphasis in the first 
year will be the use of Eng¬ 
lish in an academic setting. 


He is hoping to locate a 
number of local families who 
w ill be prepared to put up the 
Nigerian students fora short 
time.

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland said Thursday 
he has asked Royal Jubilee 
Hospital in Victoria to in- 
crease open-heart surgery 
by 50 per cent. 

However, the minister’s 
announcement, which came 
in a news release, raises 
more questions for the be¬ 
leaguered hospital than it 
answers. 


Some of these questions, 
said Jubilee hospital board 
chairman Terry Prentice, 
were: Where will the extra 
beds come from? Should 
beds be taken from other 
hospital services, consider¬ 
ing the hospital is already 
short of beds? Where will the 
hospital get the monitoring 
equipment, the ward reno¬ 


vations, the qualified staff? 

Prentice said: “There is no 
doubt that without additional 
funds and staff an increase 
in open-heart surgery will 
encroach on other services. 

"If you increase the num¬ 
ber of open-heart surgery 
treatments and the care of 
the patients thereafter, it re¬ 
quires additional beds. 


"We have a problem now 
getting sufficient qualified 
staff in that area. Nursing 
staff require additional 
training and education. But 
it’s not just a matter of staff 
and where to put patients for 
treatment. There’s addition¬ 
al monitoring equipment 
that’s required, additional 
ward space and physical 
renovations.” 


Possible increases in sur¬ 
gery won't be discussed by 
the board until the board 
hears directly front McClel¬ 
land, he said, noting that 
funds for beds or staff must 
come from the provincial 
government. 

“I’ve no idea on the time¬ 
table for the increase in 
open-heart surgery opera¬ 


tions. But I do know it won’t 
be next week," Prentice 
said. 

McClelland said in the 
news release the increase 
from six to nine operations a 
week was recommended by 
the B.C. Medical Associa¬ 
tion’s continuing advisory 
subcommittee. 

McClelland said the com¬ 
mittee report warned that 


additional funding and staff 
may be required so that the 
surgery does not encroach 
on other hospital services. 

He said renovations at the 
hospital last year allowed it 
to increase open-heart sur¬ 
gery to six cases a week 
from Tour, as well as an 
additional one or two cases 
on an emergency basis.

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CLUES ACROSS 

3. SCALP not scald. Since simply a scald is a serious 
injury anyway, specifying "a bad" one, in the clue, 
has more point for SCALP. 

6. LICKED not kicked or wicked. If he is her sweet¬ 
heart, the girl probably can't or won’t even accept 
that he Is wicked; it’s not merely a question of her 
not relishing the thought. LICKED is a more natural 
consideration than kicked, since any fellow can get 
involved in a fight or a game and get LICKED, but 
why should one’s sweetheart have to contemplate 
the possibility of his getting kicked? 

8. TALKING not tacking. If tacking (sailing zigzag) is 
indirect, there is no ’’perhaps" about it. Aptly, 
TALKING can be either straight or indirect. 

». STEP not stop. It Is primarily as to where to STEP 
that a blind man needs some sort of "guide.” 

12. YELL not bell. Though he needs his rest, he may 
still have set his alarm clock (bell) to wake him up. 
"YELL” better suggests an unexpected sort of 
noise that could disturb him unwantedly. 

15. CHAT not coat. "Warm feelings" are friendly ones, 
not the ordinary feeling of warmth from wearing a 
coat. A nice CHAT, or possibly the gift of a coat 
(which the clue doesa't say) can possibly promote 
warm or friendly feelings. 

20. LOAN not load. If he cannot get a single load, he is 
arguably not really in business as a trucker; there¬ 
fore, it is difficult to imagine him going out of 
business. If he is “struggling." he may well need a 
LOAN to keep him in business. 

21. LIKE not live. Where they LIKE, whether or not it is 
where they live. 

23. SEEN not keen. It’s a question of their observed 
behavior, rather than of what they might inwardly 
be keen to do. 

24. SWEDES not Sweden. The language is more direct¬ 
ly that of the people who speak it, rather than of the 
country in itself. 

26. BATS not rats. The clue has a certain air of thinking 
about high places; however, one associates rats with 
low places, such.as cellars, sewers, etc. 


CLUES DOWN 

l TITTERS not jitters. To "put up with" means to 
bear with or suffer as best they can, as TITTERS 
Jitters are the sort of thing they have to contend 
with, rather than "put up with." 

2. GET not bet. As suggested, to GET on a horse would 
bring a novel sensation; but there is nothing unique 
about the feeling of betting on a horse, since one 
may be accustomed to other forms of gambling 
which bring virtually the same emotion. 

10 BLISTER not bluster. As the clue implies, a BLIS¬ 
TER is the sort of thing one may or may not be able 
to avoid. One should simply refrain from blustering, 
rather than avoid it “if possible." 

11. GAIN not rain. The clue favors that thing for which 
some malcontents may hanker for a more than 
"adequate” amount. 

I t MANAGER not managed. Though an unruly young 
man may not be willing or prepared to be managed, 
this usuage of ‘just not ready" suits a case of 
immaturity or lack of adequate experience — as to 
be a MANAGER. 

17. GLASS not gloss. Gloss is shine or polish; it isn’t 
something one polishes, or gets clean.

Linden looks at show biz 



very lucrative "voice-over” 


Linden has gained success and wealth 


far as scripts are con- 


By DAN LEWIS 

Hal Linden flew into New 
York to spend exactly 35 sec¬ 
onds in front of a camera for 
the Tony Awards telecast, 
then got up bright and early 
the following morning and 
returned to California. 

This quick flight reveals 
the new attitude that Hal 
Linden enjoys with the suc¬ 
cess of "Barney Miller.” 
He's not pressured "to sup¬ 
port his wife and children, or 
develop his carrer. He’s 
made it, and now there must 
be time to savor it — the 
wealth and the stardom — 
with his wife, three daugh¬ 
ters and a son (ranging in 
ages from 18 to 11). 

Linden wasn't bothered 
when a brief recollection of 
his years on Broadway was 
cut at the last moment due to 
time problems. Instead, he 
graciously presented the 
grand finale of the Tonys — 
for Best Play. 

“A few years back, when 
'Barney Miller' as just get¬ 
ting off the ground, and 
every moment on the screen 
was precious, I might have 
been bothered," he noted. 
"But not now. I do this for 
Broadway, for the Tonys.” 

His new status and atti¬ 
tude are directly attribut¬ 
able to the endurance of 
"Barney Miller,” which will 
go into its fifth full season (it 
began in mid-season in Janu¬ 
ary, 1975) next September. 
There may be some minor 
changes, but if that is to be, it 
will only be obvious to Lin¬ 
den when he shows up on the 
set. 

“They don’t tell me 
much,” meaning he has little 
pre-production contact with 
the show’s creator and ex¬ 
ecutive producer Danny Ar¬ 
nold. “I show up on the set, 
they hand me the script." 

Does he have any input as 


cerned? 

"Oh, I sometimes make 
suggestions. They don't pay 
attention to them most of the 
time," he responded. 

Up to this year. Linden 
was still compelled by the 
desire to expand his career. 
During hiatus periods, he 
made films. He also made 
frequent guest appearances 
on the few variety shows, or 
musical specials that played 
on the networks. 

Until recently, it was little 
known to the public that Lin¬ 
den is an accomplished mu¬ 
sician He made his entry 
into show business as a clari¬ 
netist with such big bands of 
the "swing era” as Sammy 
Kaye, Bobby Sherwood and 


Boyd Raeburn. He also sang 
in those bands. 

Linden went on to study at 
the American Theatre Wing 
in New York after being dis¬ 
charged from the Army. His 
long association with Broad¬ 
way began when he under 
studied and eventually took 
over Sidney Chaplin's role in 
"Bells Are Ringing." 

There are many other mu¬ 
sicals, culminating with his 
Tony-winning role in "The 
Rothschilds" in 1971. 

But as the career grew on 
Broadway during those 
years, so did his family, and 
the money demands far ex¬ 
ceeded the dollars he earned 
on stage. 

And so Linden moonlight¬ 
ed for many years in the 


field. He has' the voice be¬ 
hind hundreds of commer¬ 
cials. 

“I used to triple, some¬ 
times quadruple my stage in¬ 
come from those commer¬ 
cials,” Linden recalled. 
Eventually, the voice-overs 
earned him a six-figure in¬ 
come. The income allowed 
Linden to advance his stage 
career and be selective. 

Television beckoned and 
he made several pilots. Then 
came "Barney Miller" 
That, too. was an uphill 
struggle. The critics' en¬ 
dorsements were a large 
plus in its early survival. 
They cheered the series as a 
well-conceived, brightly 
written and excellently per¬ 
formed series. It was a com¬ 
edy that didn't insult one's 
intelligence. 

•'The most gratifying 
part,” Linden observed, “is 
that policemen like our 
show. We don't insult them. 
It’s funny — here's a police 
show that doesn’t have 
shoot-outs, screeching tires, 
no fisticuffs. We show a 
human side of police.” 

These days Linden feels 
doubly secure: both career 
and money-wise. He proved 
his versatility, especially 
last season when he starred 
in the film "When You 
Cornin' Back Red Ryder?” 
Plus, he hosted his own spe¬ 
cial, in which he sang and 
danced and played the clari¬ 
net. 

But now he doesn't want to 
work that hard. 

"I'm taking it easy for the 
two-month hiatus," Linden 
declared "I was given a 
number of scripts, but none 
that I liked. So I turned them 
all down. I'm spending the 
summer — until we go back 
into production (the middle 
of July) "with the family."

"On the bottom of the At¬ 
lantic Ocean lie tons of 19th 
century pottery and porce¬ 
lain intended for sale in Can¬ 
ada. Crates of creamware 
. . . black basalte . . . iron¬ 
stone and bone china bound 
for the gentleman's table in 
Halifax and Montreal, all in 
their day were loaded 
aboard sailing vessels bound 
for British North America 
and committed to the haz¬ 
ards of the sea." 

So begins Elizabeth Col- 
lard’s brilliant and compre¬ 
hensive "19th Century Pot¬ 
tery and Porcelain in 
Canada" — and so it con¬ 
tinues for over 400 exciting 
pages. The book was pub¬ 
lished by McGill in 1967 and 
is now a collector’s item in 
its own right. 

A certain note of impa¬ 
tience will be detected in 
these columns from time to 
time when I am trying to 
deal with the perennial ques¬ 
tion “what's it worth?" 
Price tags and trademarks 
are not things to get excited 
about. The true collector is 
as much historian as a pack 
rat. What is thrilling about 
19th century china is far less 
a matter of price than one of 
craftsmanship plus its mi¬ 
raculous survival of a jour¬ 
ney lasting 100 years and 
carrying it from Stoke on 
Trent in Staffordshire by 
crackety rail lines to Sunder¬ 
land. Newcastle and Liver¬ 
pool and so through w eeks of 
Atlantic gales to Halifax and 
Montreal. 

"But many of these ships 
never arrived," says Col- 
lard. “Crates and hogsheads 
would be beaten loose in the 
hold and their contents dam¬ 
aged or destroyed. Vessels 
would Kmp into port with 
crockery that was useless to 
the merchants w ho had w ait¬ 
ed for it. Others disappeared 
altogether. The Montreal 
Gazette of June 5. 1834 re¬ 
ported nearly twenty vessels 
gone down since the opening 
of the navigation season." 

"No one will ever know how 
many went to the bottom or 
how many brave men went 
down without the smallest 
hope of rescue. What then is 


the value of that old teapot 
measured, not in current 
market prices but in men’s 
lives? Elizabeth Coilard’s 
book is one version of our 
history told in terms of 
Spode and Wedgwood, iron¬ 
stone and earthenware. It is 
an adventure story throwing 
a brilliant light on what 
might appear to be a mun¬ 
dane hobby. 

Immigrants to Canada in 
those days were generally 
advised to bring nothing with 
them — to convert all their 
Old country belongings into 
cash and buy afresh when 
they arrived. The thrust of 
the advice was two fold; 
cash w as far less likely to be 
damaged in transit and 
settlers without goods pro¬ 
vided a rich market for mer¬ 
chants already established 
here 

Fortunes, therefore, hung 
on the safe arrival of those 
shipments. Particularly im¬ 
portant were the last and the 
first of the season. Fall gales 
were a disaster not only for 
supply hungry settlers but 
for profit-hungry mer¬ 
chants. It would be a long, 
long winter before the next 
sail showed above the hori¬ 
zon. Equally hazardous were 
the first sailings of spring 
when enterprising skippers 
w ould take their lives in their 
hands, pushing through 
treacherous ice flows to 
bring home the first — and 
most profitable — cargoes. 

"With the end of winter 
came clearance sales in Ca¬ 
nadian crockery shops. 
There were mark-downs of 
’leg pans and slop jars' and 
announcements that ‘re¬ 
duced prices would prevail 
on rich dining, dessert, 
breakfast, tea and coffee 
services. With the melting of 
the snow and the running of 
the sap came anticipation 
every year in Canada of tea 
pots and dinner plates in the 
most novel and saleable pat 
terns of the day.' "

There was a diverting exchange of views in a 
Toronto paper last month when journalist Adele Freed¬ 
man tore a strip off Toronto writers for being "an 
invisible species." "Escaping to the country is just a 
metaphor for the desire, on the part of even the most 
accomplished writers, to avert their prose from any¬ 
thing that is actually happening now,” wrote Ms. 
Freedman, and promptly dived (one hopes) into the 
nearest bunker. 

The retaliatory shots were prompt. Roughly 
paraphrased, they pointed out that, contrary to prevail¬ 
ing local opinion. Toronto is not the centre of the uni¬ 
verse. Exit Ms. Freedman, in flames. 

But. you know, the lady had a point, and it's under¬ 
scored by the death in Toronto this month of novelist 
and short story writer Hugh Garner. Garner was 
that rarity on the Canlit scene, a social realist who 
parlayed his true-life observations into convincing and 
disturbing fiction. A country as smug as Canada needs 
its Hugh Garners, and needs them badly, so it’s to be 
hoped that Garner's death will foster renewed interest 
in his work and views. 

The Hugh Garner Omnibus is a good place to start. 
Published last fall by McGraw-Hill Ryerson ($15.95, 752 
pages), it contains the complete unabridged Cabbage- 
(own. excerpts from two other novels, a three-part 
series about the Spanish Civil War, 13 of his best short 
stories and a novella. 

Also recommended is Garner’s autobiography, One 
Damn Thing After Another (1971). This rag-bag collec¬ 
tion of bits and pieces from Gamer’s past is hastily 
written, sketchilly organized, unbelievably badly edited 
and thoroughly fascinating. 

Or so I judged in 1971. The following remarks are 
culled from my original review of One Damn Thing 



GARNER ... convincing, disturbing fiction 


After Another. They’re worth reprinting, I think, for 
w hat they reveal about Hugh Garher’s life and times: 

"The Garner story would be pure Horatio Alger, a 
real rags to Don Mills success story. If Gamer's own 
pugnacious personality could keep from getting in the 
way . . . Formal education, for Garner, was simply a 
waste of time. ‘Banished’ to a technical high school 
because he failed a grammar exam by six marks, he 
became a Grade 10 dropout and living proof of his own 
assertion that ’what a writer needs, more than mere 
formal educaion, which he doesn't really need at all, Is a 


shallow knowledge of a great many things, things he 
can only learn outside of school.’ 

"In 1937, idealistic and 23, he joined the Spanish 
Civil War: ’I'm very sure I was one of the few who 
crossed the Pyrenees into Spain wearing a homburg and 
spats.’ The experience was to harden the 'mistrust of 
other people’ which he already felt in his bones. 

“Among the satisfactions of writing an autobiog¬ 
raphy is that it provides the chance to settle old scores. 
Gamer, who has had a bellyfull of snobbery, ignorance 
and foolish criticism in the past, is a mean man with a 
brickbat: 'I don’t forget, nor will I ever, the little stupid 
bastards who made my beginning years as a writer 
even harder than they would have normally been. A pox 
on all of them.’ f 

Supporting evidence includes the fact that Cabba- 
getown was w ritten in 1946 and was not published in full 
until 1968. And One. Two, Three Little Indians, a story 
which has been ‘revived 36 times,’ translated into sev¬ 
eral languages and appears in textbooks in five coun¬ 
tries, was rejected by Maclean's. 

"Then there’s the Canadian Authors’ Association, 
the ’literary loonies.’ as Gamer labels them. His book is 
sprinkled with potshots at this particular sitting duck. 
As for the role of alcohol in his life — well, Garner's pro¬ 
lific output and artistic success are eloquent testimo¬ 
nials to the strength of his character In the face of so 
much liquid distraction. 

“ ’I was descended from a long line of Yorkshire 
woollen weavers, drunkards on the male side and tem¬ 
perance fanatics on the female,’ he announces in his 
introduction, as if warning us what to expect. By page 
260 he has even worked out a theory that alcoholism ‘is 
almost a necessity’ for the writer who wants to win a 
Nobel Prize.” 

There are some good yams in One Damn Thing 
After .Another, and a wealth of practical advice. Most of 
all, though, there is Hugh Garner’s life story. He tells it 
well, but there's another book hidden between the 
lines. I’d like to read it, too, if Mrs. Gamer would only 
write it. 


An end or a beginning 


A sense of loss animates 
the tone of these two novels: 
the loss of men. But where 
that loss ultimately provider 
the basis for one woman's 
new beginning, for the other 
it merely accentuates what 
seems to be an habitual 
mourning. There are two 
choices here then, ones to be 
met with in our friends (and 
perhaps ourselves) as well 
as these two women. 

For Joan the realization of 
her choice comes slowly: her 
husband Tom is a pilot in 
Vietnam and Joan, 38 years 
old (". . . lines in her face, 
flecks of gray in her hair. . . 
a small roll of fat along her 
belly . . . breasts that had 
sagged with milk for four 
children") is left in Boston 
with her children, courses at 
the university and a job 
serving ice cream. The rea¬ 
lities of all these circum¬ 
stances finally combine to 
force her to a new under¬ 
standing of her life w hen she 
meets Sid, 26, and falls in 
love with him. 

Falls in friendship, really: 
other choices beckon, and 
Joan finally chooses a 
course that more and more 
women seem to be following 
now: life — at least tempo- 
rarily — with another 
woman. 

And life with children, too. 
As some people are starting 
to realize, there really are

alternatives to offer to chil¬ 
dren: and if those alterna¬ 
tives — of philosophy, of be¬ 
lief, of, simply, ways of 
caring — must begin with a 
radical break with one's 
past, then so be it. Some kind 
of trust will provide the base 
for any future life. 

And Joan does trust her¬ 
self: unsure at times, fear¬ 
ful, angry, she is in touch at 
least with some half-forgot¬ 
ten truths about her life: 

”... I was suckered into 
the whole thing,” she tells 
her husband Tom. ”... I 
mean the high school, my 
parents, being made to feel 
guilty for my sex, feeling 
you were my only ticket out 
of there — there wasn’t any¬ 
thing 1 could do on my own. 
So if it hadn’t been you, it 
would have been somebody 
else, the same thing. Every¬ 
thing was telling me I 
couldn't be a person.” 

Tom's reply is, like Tom 
himself, typical perhaps of 
his kind of man, his kind of 
situation: 


“Stop dramatizing. I’m 
sick of your phoniness.” 

Dramatic Joan sometimes 
certainly is; but phoney she 
most definitely is not. Nor is 
Tom, who articulates a lot of 
the pain and anger (along 
with a surprising measure of 
understanding) that many 
men must feel when they 
suddenly and unavoidably 
see that their lives are not 
entirely in their own con¬ 
trol. 

What Are Friends For?, 
John Jacob Clayton’s first 
novel, is a very readable, 
very contemporary story. 

The course that Elizabeth 
Hardwick's narrator 
chooses is the opposite of 
Joan's: divorced, childless, 
she maintains a careful dis¬ 
tance from the people 
around her and contents her¬ 
self with recording her iron¬ 
ic, occasionally fond, com¬ 
ments on those people and 
their lives. 

That narrator asks herself 
a question that her readers,

too, will probably have in 
mind as they read “this work 
of transformed and even dis¬ 
torted memory." Is Sleep¬ 
less Nights merely an exer¬ 
cise in “Unsavoury egotism? 
No," she continues, "mere 
hope of definition, descrip¬ 
tion, documentation." 

Dry and passionless — as 
are the nights when it was 
composed — this record, 
then, is one woman’s at¬ 
tempt to understand her life. 
An unsuccessful attempt, 
one suspects (and suspects 
only, because it is impossible 
to know for sure just who 
anyone in this journal is, or 
to know precisely what the 
narrator's attitudes and 
feelings are): the narrator’s 
sense of detachment, of loss, 
is so great as to preclude a 
real engagement with the 
people and circumstances of 
her life. And understanding 
is impossible without that 
engagement. 

“I have always," she 
notes, "all of my life, been 
looking for help from a 
man.” 

Suddenly, there is no help. 
Perhaps there never was. 
Alone, adrift, she wanders 
through New York, Ken¬ 
tucky, Europe, remember¬ 
ing her childhood, recalling 
other couples, commenting 
on the emotional states of 
her friends or the essence — 
as she sees it — of marriage

such sharp observations, 
rendered in terms that, if 
they are sometimes obtuse, 
fully reveal this woman's 
skill with her pen.

doses

Not many novelists can claim to 
have invented a new word in the Eng¬ 
lish language. Joseph Heller’s Catch 
22 is now part of the lexicon, and along 
with that he has achieved an enviable 
reputation as one of the major contem¬ 
porary American novelists. Yet I don’t 
find his brand of humor particularly 
funny; in fact, I thought his second 
novel. Something Happened, unendur- 
ably boring and gave it up about half¬ 
way through. 

I did finish the new one. Good as 
Gold, though not without considerable 
anguish. The first hundred pages or so 
are scintillating and hilarious, but 
with three-quarters of the book still to 
come, the style grows predictable. The 
situations repeat Themselves, and 
though there are still extremely funny 
things and not a few stimulating, even 
moving ideas, there are, for me at any 
rate, long passages of puerile tedium. 
Though I don’t think my dissatisfac¬ 
tion can be entirely put down to an 
antipathy towards Heller's quirky wit. 
All three of his books are self-indul¬ 
gent, as though ‘ nothing succeeds like 
excess." 

Bruce Gold, this novel's central fig¬ 
ure, is a professor of English and not 
averse to padding his salary with 
money from speaking engagements 
and from trendy essays. His gift for 
the quotable phrase attracts the atten¬ 
tion of the White House itself, and 
there dangles before him the promise 
of any public office he cares to name, 
even the first Jewish secretary of 
state, if you don't count Kissinger . . . 
and who counts him? 

Gold has also talked his publisher 
into letting him write a book on "the 
contemporary Jewish experience in 
America”: “I don't even know what it 
Is ... I don’t think I've ever run into an 
effective anti-Semite. When I grew up 
in Coney Island, everyone I knew was 
Jewish. I never even realized I was 
Jewish until I was practically grown 
up. Or rather. I used to feel that every¬ 
body in the world was Jewish, which 
amounts to the same thing.” 

On one level, Good as Gold is the 
book Bruce doesn’t know how to write. 
Like his alter-ego, Heller masks his 
own anger at anti-Semitism in high 
places and his love-hate feelings to¬ 
wards the close pull of the Jewish 
family-unit with a sardonic, “flip" 
shrug. Yet his portraits of the Gold 
family and of the decay of Coney 
Island (where Heller himself grew up)’ 
make for the funniest and, at the 
same time, the most painful sections 
of the novel.

Towards the end of the book. Gold 
goes back to his erstwhile haunts. 
After a none too jocular reunion with 
the old school gang — "you were an 
outsider, don’t you remember?" — 
Gold drives through the ruins of his 
youth: “There was no longer a movie 
house operating in Coney Island: 
drugs, violence and vandalism had 
closed both garish, overtowering 
theatres years before. The brick 
apartment house in which he had spent 
his whole childhood and nearly ali his 
adolescence had been razed; on the 
site stood something newer and uglier 
that did not seem a nourishing im¬ 
provement for the Puerto Rican fami¬ 
lies there now. 

Heller guards himself against the 
pains of the past and the present by a 
seemingly non-caring burlesque. A dif¬ 
ficult genre, the literary burlesque (as 
opposed to the tawdry girlie-show) 
takes the pretensions with which 
humans surround their little lives and 
blows them up till they become even 
more ridiculous. This works splendid¬ 
ly when Heller is knifing through the 
tensions in the Gold family or when 
he's ridiculing Bruce's sexual fanta¬ 
sies. 

All the Golds are commanded to 
each other’s houses by their impos¬ 
sible patriarch, and those episodes 
whittle at the realities behind all our 
lives. Bruce is either embarassed by 
his older sisters’ uncritical love or 
humiliated by the caustic banter of his 
father and brother, the only way they 
can express their pride in him. 

Ordinary human foibles like these 
are supremely fitted to the grotesque 
exaggeration of Heller's burlesquing 
mode. In one episode. Gold fantasizes 
about escaping to Acapulco and is soon 
imagining a desperate plunge between 
one hotel bedroom and another in 
order to placate his socialite mistress 
and the pneumatic Mexican actress 
he’d fallen head-over-heels for at the 
airport. Physically exhausted and at 
the end of his wits, he will still have to 
deal with the actress' jealous boy¬ 
friend and his own clear-sighted wife. 

My reservations principally con¬ 
cern the most publicized parts of the 
novel: Heller's satire on American 
politics. After Watergate, public life 
may seem pettifogging but. unlike 
family quarrels or sexual fantasies, 
the small personalities of those who 
surround world leaders are not en- 
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dearing and to satirize them by exag¬ 
geration does not help us to see pre¬ 
tension more clearly. 

Here the comedy accentuates the 
obvious till it becomes juvenile and 
tiresome, and the terrifying thing 
about real-life politicians is that their 
banality does not give itself away so 
easily. 

The Washington sequences start off 
with comic abandon: “This President 
welcomes criticism, Bruce, and he 
finds your suggestions helpful. Par¬ 
ticularly those about his sentence 
structure and paragraph organization. 
You seemed to understand him better 
than anyone else.” “Well, Ralph, there 
were a few things that did puzzle me." 
"What were they, Bruce?” “Well, 
frankly, Ralph —” “Be frank, 
Bruce." 

But Ralph and the others go on in 
that vein and their platitudes become 
an end in themselves rather than 
pointing us back to the self-congratu¬ 
latory rot within political society. And 
when Bruce meets a Texan ex- 
governor or the father of his bride-to- 
be, those interviews repeat, and weak¬ 
en. the snide attacks that Gold fends 
off from his friends, academic col¬ 
leagues and relatives. 

For all its moments of wicked and 
original brio. Good as Gold goes on far 
too long. I suspect Heller knows that 
and sees himself in the (presumably 
tongue-in-cheek) criticism of Dickens 
that he gives to Bruce Gold: "Charles 
Dickens, a long-winded novelist . . . 
whose ponderous works were always 
too long and always flawed by a pro¬ 
cession of eccentric, one-sided charac¬ 
ters too large in number to keep track 
of, and an excessive abundance of 
extravagant coincidences arid other 
unlikely events." 

Heller’s characters are also deli¬ 
berately excessive and coincidence 
abounds, but there's a difference be¬ 
tween the modern novel and the serial¬ 
ized story. To plow through over 400 
continuous pages of predictable jokes 
and grotesquerie takes an effort of 
will. It's as though Kafka had re-writ¬ 
ten Alice Through the Looking-Glass, 
good (as gold even) in small doses 
and bearable in the cinema or on the 
stage where one can put up with a 
couple of hours of tedium for a gem¬ 
like moment or two. 

But it's taking a risk to rely on a 
reader’s tenacity, and for this reader 
at least, the risk does not pay off. 
though I'll treasure the novel's glori¬ 
ous high-points. 


A world 
of spite 


Ivy Compton-Burnett has 
a unique position in the his¬ 
tory of the British novel, yet 
nowadays she is little read. 
That anomaly may be recti¬ 
fied by the new Collectors’ 
Edition which reprints the 
complete oeuvre of 19 
novels; a 20th, the early Do¬ 
lores, had been disavowed 
by the author herself many 
years before her death in 
1969. 

The novels are not easy 
reading. Like very dry 
sherry they are an acquired 
taste worth cultivating. 

Although her last book was 
published posthumously in 
1971, she writes as though 
most of the 20th century had 
never occured: “I do not feel 
that I have any real or or¬ 
ganic knowledge of life later 
than about 1910.1 should not 
write of later times with 
enough grasp or confidence 
. . . Where an age is ended 
you see it as it is. And I have 
a dislike, which I cannot ex¬ 
plain, of dealing with mod¬ 
ern machines and inven¬ 
tions. When war casts its 
shadow, I find that I re¬ 
coil." 

The world she sees is lei¬ 
sured and claustrophobic. 
We are told little about the 
characters’ everyday lives. 
They and their large fami¬ 
lies, their butlers and female 
retainers, seem to do nothing 
but talk, and the novels trace 
the patterns of those acerbic 
dialogues. 

The author’s direct com¬ 
ments are so sparse that it is 
hard to see the characters 
even in terms of the 19th 
century; their homes are de¬ 
scribed only as an indicator 
of taste, or the lack of it; 
their outward personalities 
are barely sketched to sug¬ 
gest a type rather than an 
individual. 

A typical conversation 
tends to be a battle of wit; 
each comment is taken up 
and “topped" by the next. 
Their knotty, paradoxical 
aphorisms are as self- 
conscious and as self-re¬ 
garding as those of Oscar 
Wilde. Like flies in amber, 
her talkers seem frozen 
within the yellow glow of the 
fin de siecle torpor of the 
1890s. Yet the glittering arti¬ 
fice of their talk masks the 
less elegant realities of 
greed, desire, spite and hy¬ 
pocrisy, and it is that which 
makes the novels impor¬ 
tant. 

The dialogue is organized 
to betray the less tidy human 


passions below the rigid and 
timeless proprieties that so¬ 
cial behavior demands. As 
one of her characters acidly 
puts it, “It will be a beautiful 
family talk, mean and wor¬ 
ried and full of sorrow and 
spite and excitement. I can¬ 
not be asked to miss it in my 
weak state. I should only 
fret." 

It is that sort of irony 
which is the hallmark of her 
best work, the novels of her 
middle period. A Family and 
a Fortune (1939), for exam¬ 
ple, traces the varied reac¬ 
tions of a family to the sud¬ 
den good fortune of their 
bachelor uncle. In the poli¬ 
test way, they carve out their 
own share of that legacy — 
then, equally politely but 
with more conspicuous un¬ 
dertones, they try to cope 
with the loss of those funds 
when the uncle decides to 
marry. 

A representative chapter 
evolves at length out of the 
finest shades of meaning. A 
lady, for instance, has been 
forced to give up her home 
and live in the lodge of her 
sister’s mansion; her protes¬ 
tations of delight at the cosi¬ 
ness of her new surroundings 
transparently convey her 
jealousy of her more fortu¬ 
nate sister and her bitter¬ 
ness over her own reduced 
circumstances: 

’’How do you like the little 
(wall) paper? Don’t you 
think it is just the thing? It is 
the one the boys have in 
their study." 

"Yes, dear, is it? Yes, it 
would be nice for that . . . 
Just the thing, as you say. 
For this room in my house, 
and for a little, odd room in 
yours. It is a suitable 
choice." 

To my taste, the later 
books like God and His Gifts 
(1963) have been so stripped 
down to dialogue made up of 
short, yet ambiguous sen¬ 
tences that they read like 
self-parodies. It becomes so 
difficult to tell who is speak¬ 
ing or what is actually meant 
that only the most patient 
reader will battle on to reach 
the truths underneath. 

Yet, at their best, the 
novels cast a lethal mockery 
over our social charades. In 
their strange way, these 
books do, in fact, belong to 
this century, for their self- 
defeating wit exposes the 
empty core of the social 
animal in a manner that is 
sharply attuned to our times.

A FAMILY AND A FORTUNE, by Ivy Compton- 
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Dan Morgan of The Washington 
Post was on assignment in Moscow in 
1972 when he experienced every re- 
porter's nightmare: he found himself 
£ in the middle of a big story without a 
single source. Rumors were eireulat- 
ing in the U.S. that some companies 
had sold the Russians $1 billion worth 
of grain. What companies? Where 
>•: were they? No one knew. Political and 

>:■ economic journalists in Washington 
were as bewildered as correspondents 
ij in Moscow. The Russians, of course, 
wouldn't talk. Neither would the U.S. 
government. And the U.S. embassy in 
Moscow was completely in the dark. It 
' took weeks of digging before the full 
account of "the great grain robbery" 
of 1972 became known. 

Morgan determined that he would 
never allow himself to be caught out 
again on this subject, so when he re- 
turned to the U.S. he decided to read 
up on it. Although the grain trade 
has flourished for centuries, he found 
little or nothing in libraries to help 
him. Now intensely curious, he deeid- 
ed to become an unlicensed historian, 
free of academic conventions, and do 
the job that should have been done by 
•j multinational scholarship 

The task w as far more complicated 
i than he had bargained for. First, he 
:j: had to find out who the grain com- 

panies were — and not one of them 
ij: would agree to assjst him. So, in the 

•j absence of company co-operation or 
S published material, he was forced to 
become an investigative reporter and 
:-i develop sources inside the companies, 
i-: track down former officials and wear 

out an awful lot of shoe leather in the 
U.S., Canada and Europe. 

;£ The complexity of the subject, 
j-i made more complex by the wall of 

jj secrecy he met everywhere, would 

:£ have daunted a lesser man, but Mor- 
gan plugged away. His years of re- 
search have resulted in the publica- 
tion of Merchants of Grain, the very 
s first global look at the grain trade, 
with all its vivid characters; an analy- 
•■: sis of the interlocking world of busi- 

3 ness and diplomacy that is as enthrall- 
■ij ing as it is important. 

Considering that grain, fn all its 
forms, is the world's most precious 
•j commodity — far more important 
£: than oil — the first shock we receive is 

S the information that the trade in this 
% basic commodity, which amounts to 
:j; more than $50 billion a year, is almost 
entirely controlled by five companies 
owned by only seven American and 
European families— the most blatant 
example of an oligopoly. 

;i| The five companies — the giants of 
the world grain trade — are Cargill, 
•i| Continental. Bunge, Louis Dreyfus and 
Andre. None is an old-fashioned en- 
terprise such as each was when it 
entered the grain business a century 
:j; or more ago. Today, all are quintes- 
£ sential modern multinationals with 
extensive interests in shipping, bank- 
ing, food processing, insurance, min- 
ing and practically everything else 
you can think of. But 50 per cent of 
3 their business still consists of the buy- 
!): ing and selling of grain. 

Some idea of the power these com- 
panies wield can be gained from the 
3 knowledge that the Big Five handle 90 
:j per cent of the Common Market’s 
trade in wheat and corn; 90 per cent 
si of Canada's barley exports; 80 per cent 
of Argentina's wheat exports; and 90 
per cent of Australia's sorghum ex- 
ports. No nation, not even China and 
the Soviet Union, can manage without 
their co-operation, so, in essence, 
these five companies are the indis- 
pensable rogue elephants in the global 
economy. 

In no other major industry in the 
world are all the leading companies 
private, family-owned, family-operat-

ed concerns, and wealth beyond the 
wildest deams of Croesus is siphoned 
off into the Swiss bank accounts of just 
a few dozen people. Considering that 
we are talking about a basic food 
commodity, which in some countries is 
the difference between life or death by 
starvation, it's a sickening thought. No 
wonder the families elect to keep a low 
profile. 

Why are these companies so domi¬ 
nant? The obvious answer is because 
of their massive investments in trans¬ 
portation, grain loading, shipping, 
grain processing and, of course, distri¬ 
bution on all continents. But that's 
only part of the reason, as Dan Mor¬ 
gan discovered as he delved deeper 
into this secrecy-shrouded murky 
world, secrecy-shrouded because 
funds for expansion and diversifica¬ 
tion come from within the company 
empires or from banks, and never by 
issuing stock to the public. 


The first point to realize js that 
there is no such thing as a price for 
wheat. There are hundreds of prices 
for wheat around the world, depending 
on grade, quality, protein content and 
location. Also on the availability of 
ships, railroad hopper cars, barges 
and trucks, and weather, politics, and 
livestock population, to say nothing of 
needs and buyers' abilities to obtain 
credit and financing. Predicting price 
distortions caused by a myriad of 


variables is the very stuff of grain 
trading. 

Each company maintains an elabo¬ 
rate network of reporting stations and 
it is precisely this possession of up-to- 
the-minute global information which 
others, including governments, don’t 
have that makes the companies so 
efficient — and so ungovernable. Most 
of the information, needed to complete 
the picture, cannot be synthesized ex¬ 
cept by multinationals. 

As no one knows who is selling what 
to whom, the flaunting of national and 
international trade embargoes is 
child's play. For example, Italian rice 
exporters sell to Cuba through Bermu¬ 
da subsidiaries of multinational trad¬ 
ing companies. And. despite the UN 
embargo, from 1968 to 1975 Rhodesia 
exported 1.6 million tons of white 
maize, worth $200 million, to Japan 
and Belgium — with the help of Swiss 
or Swiss-based companies. 

If this is reading more like an 
article than a review, blame Morgan, 
not me. I base my reviews on scribbled 
notes made when reading a book, and 
because almost every page of Mer¬ 
chants of Grain contains vital infor¬ 
mation, I found, after a few chapters, 
that my notes were so voluminous — I 
was virtually copying the text — that I 
gave up the ridiculous exercise. 

So rich is this book in fact, folklore, 
color and anecdote that many writers 
would have been tempted to stretch 
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The world’s most precious commodity 


each and every chapter into a full- 
length book. Here are just a few allu¬ 
sions to matters Morgan deals with in 
detail: 

• Canada is less at the mercy of 
the merchants than other producing 
countries, thanks wholly to the work of 
the Canadian Wheat Board. 

• When the Born brothers, mem¬ 
bers of the Bunge family, were kid¬ 
napped by guerrillas in Argentina they 
were ransomed for $60 million. The 
family didn’t worry about the money, 
what upset them was the publicity. 

• Families, over the decades, have 
switched countries and even religions 
for the sake of the business. Loyalty is 
to the company and no one else. 

• By the use of subsidies and un¬ 
dercutting, the U.S., under Presidents 
Kennedy and Johnson, ruthlessly 
pushed Canada right out of the Japa¬ 
nese grain market. 

• The U.S. deliberately set out to 
change the eating patterns of other 
nations in order to sell its surplus 
grain. With the merchants’ front-men 
working as political lobbyists, and 
even as government advisers, eating 
habits were alterd in Japan, Iran, 
South Korea. Taiwan, the Phillipines, 
and parts of black Africa. Not only 
was bread introduced'into diets, but 
also beef, pork and chicken, for which 
an enormous amount of grain is re¬ 
quired as feed. 

• Nations which spend heavily on 
armaments and industrialization do so 
at the expense of domestic agricul¬ 
ture. The U.S. wins all along the line 
by selling them arms, technology and 
grain to feed increasing urban popula¬ 
tions. 

• The insatiable global demand for 
grain increases its price, fuels infla¬ 
tion in Canada and elsewhere by con¬ 
tributing to rising food costs and, in 
the long-term, enriches only the grain 
merchants. 

• Contrary to general belief, the 
cause of starvation is neither 
over population nor a shortage of food; 
there is plenty for everyone. The cause 
is poverty. If a nation is (oo poor to buy 
grain — Haiti is one example — the 
people go hungry. It's as simple as 
that. 

Despite natural disasters, there is 
always enough grain to be found to 
meet world needs. All a non-producing 
country, whose people have been 
weaned off their traditional diet, 
needs is the money to pay for it. No 
money, no grain. Too bad. Meanwhile, 
the grain goes to those who can pay — 
and the merchants go on laughing all 
the way to their Swiss banks. 

There is so much information in 
this book, and my space is so limited, 
that I have only been able to give a 
sketchy idea of the contents. I just 
hope I have said enough to make you 
rest uneasy until you have read the 
book, which is the kind of major piece 
of investigation that is essential to our 
understanding of how the world func¬ 
tions. 

I would recommend Merchants of 
Grain on the strength of its content, 
even if it were poorly presented; but 
Dan Morgan, in addition to his con¬ 
siderable investigative ability, has a 
sense of history and drama that is 
compelling, a calm writing style, and 
a special brilliance that denotes self- 
assurance which comes only when a 
writer is fully in command of his 
subject. All in all, an excellent book 
that compels admiration.

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jack Klugman fights 
to keep Quincy tops

HOLLYWOOD-Jack 
Klugman is one of televi¬ 
sion's angry men. He 
had taken them all on — 
network executives, 
writers, producers. 

He went publ ic by call¬ 
ing a columnist and com¬ 
plaining about the mis¬ 
treatment of his current 
series, "Quincy" at 
NBC, not excluding the 
network’s big chief, 
Fred Silverman from his 
chastisement. - 

On another occasion, 
he tore into television 
writers (the ones who 
write episodes for TV se¬ 
ries, not we working 
journalists) and in¬ 
curred the wrath of the 
scriptwriters who threa¬ 
tened to boycott his 
show. After a battle with 
the producer, soon after 
“Quincy" went on the 
air, Klugman delivered 
an Ultimatum: “It's 
either him, or me." The 
producer went on to 
other things. 

Although Klugman 
has a reputation of being 
a chronic malcontent, it 
doesn’t bother him. 

“I,m rich enough now. 
If I can’t say something 
important. I don't want 
to do it," Klugman says 
as he explains his con¬ 
stant assault on writers, 
producers and execu¬ 
tives to keep “Quincy” 
up to his standards. 

It also helps to have 
the reputation of a com- 
plainer, Klugman rea¬ 
sons because, “They 
know you’re not going to 
let them get away with 
anything." 

A veteran of Broad¬ 
way theatre, Klugman’s 
intense drive for quality 
scripts and productions 
matches the aggressive¬ 
ness and persistence of 
the role he plays in 
“Quincy." Poor script 
quality irritates him; 
consequently, he spends 
between 10 and 15 hours 
reworking the “Quincy” 
scripts.

“I get up at 4 o'clock in 
the morning and start 
rewriting,” Klugman 
says. "We don’t have 
writers in television, or 
theatre these days. Tele¬ 
vision gives us a lot of 
crap. I rewrite, then I 
go in and start .yelling 
(at the studio).” 

His anger starts to 
build. Sounding like the 
man who bites the hand 
that feeds him, he deliv¬ 
ers some harsh criti¬ 
cism: 

“Television doesn't 
help an actor expand. 
Television today doesn’t 
produce great talents as 
it did in the so-called 
’Golden Age.’ All of this 
because television is 
only concerned with 
making money. 

“What great actors, 
writers, directors are 
there today in televi¬ 
sion,” Klugman de¬ 
manded. “Where are the 
Frankenheimers (direc¬ 
tor John Franken- 
heimer), the Rod 
Steigers, the Paul New¬ 
mans.” 

Klugman does admire 
some television pro¬ 
ducers. Garry Marshall, 
producer of “Happy 
Days,” “Laverne & 
Shirley” and “Mork & 
Mindy,” is, in Klug¬ 
man’s words, “brilliant 
... a genius." Marshall 
produced the classic 
“Odd Couple” series 
which co-starred Klug- 


Of George Bernard Shaw" 
and “Next Year In Jerusa¬ 
lem.” Rasky is currently in 
the final stages of work on 
his latest project, a program 
about playwright Arthur 
Miller which will be tele¬ 
vised by CBC in October. 


man and Tony Randall. 

Despite his gripes, 
Klugman insist that he 
still loves acting. He has 
no other aspirations in 
the business ... no de¬ 
sire to produce, or 
direct. 

He is still troubled 
with a throat problem. 
Six years ago, he under¬ 
went surgery to remove 
a non-malignant growth. 
“1 was three months 
away from a voice box," 
Klugman revealed. The 
throat still gets sore 
when he overworks. 

There have been times 
when he has been ac¬ 
cused of using his throat 
problem as a wedge to 
force certain issues, al¬ 
legedly to improve his 
contract. 

“I’ve never had a con¬ 
tract problem," Klug¬ 
man insists. “It’s always 
been my voice. I must 
rest it, or it gets raw, and 
susceptible — maybe be¬ 
cause I smoked for 30 
years." 

He stopped smoking 
after the surgery, which 
was all his doctors told 
him to do. 

In the midst of this 
tirade, Klugman de¬ 
fends NBC against char¬ 
ges of interference, 
pointing out that only 
once did NBC attempt to 
impose something he 
didn't want in 
“Quincy.” 

“They wanted more 
girls in the first show, 
and I said no. That was 
that," Klugman recalls. 

He was upset when 
NBC started moving 
“Quincy” around last 
season. It went from Fri¬ 
day (where it had solid 
ratings) to Monday, 
them pre-empted for an 
Ali-Spinks fight, back to 
Friday, and then Thurs¬ 
day — where it is now. 
That's when he sounded 
off against Silverman. 
"I wasn't upset with the 
reasons, but the way it 
was done. Nobody called 
me.”
